London, Aug. 25.— The policy of the 
United States towards China is watched 
here with more interest than is that of 
any other country, for the English be- 
lieve somehow or other that in the 
troubles ahead the United States will 
be the only power \yith interests parallel 
to theirs. The Spectator, -discussing the 
frailty of the ties connecting the pow< 
says: 

"Continental statesmen look askance 
at the United States, whose limits they 
do not clearly understand, and which, 
for example, can send black troops to 
China; and they mutter words about 
the possible Anglo-Saxon understanding, 
uud would, if they could, gladly post- 
pone all action so as to hnve more time 
for reflection and combination, only, you 
see, Fekin is in flames, the Chine. e 
Semirainis is on her way to Sigan, and a 
Russian general publicly reports that the 
Amur now flows through Russian terri- 
tory. The Japanese have been helping 
Europe, but English observers are un- 
certain whut her statesmen intend. 

"That the French government is pre- 
paring for war there can no longer be 
any doubt." This first sentence in a 
long article in the Pall Mull Gazette of 
Wednesday on "The Imminence of War 
With France," is the subject of serious 
speculation in most periodicals. The 
Speaker considers a French invasion a 
nightmare, but fears that the persistent 
fomenting of national hatred may pre- 
cipitate a conflict. The Spectator says 
it does not wish to encourage the scare,

According to present arrangements, the 
Queen will hold a council at Osborne, 
Mr. Labouchere asserts, at which the 
dissolution of parliament will be sanc- 
tioned with the customary formalities, 
und the general elections will be held 
early in October. 

English correspondents at Paris, in ex- 
plaining why France, though bestowing 
decorations on the representatives of nil 
other principal countries at the exposi- 
tion, omitted so to honor those of Great 
Britain, say that the British commis- 
sioner, when requested to designate those 
worthy of decorations, replied thut the 
laws of his country did not allow him or 
bin official associates to accept decora 
tions. 

The introduction of the young King of 
Spain to his subjects in the northwestern 
provinces was attended by a degree o£ 
good feeling not before seen in Spain in 
generations. Even In the provinces 
where socialistic und dynastic discontent 
is always verging on insurrections the 
people showed patriotic pleasure and a 
desire to forget the past disasters and 
accept the new order of things. 

The note issued against the prayer of 
Queen Murgaret, written by Ilcr 
Majesty after the assassination of King 
Humbert (beseeching the Almighty to be 
merciful to him, because he was merci- 
ful, and to forgive him because he al- 
ways forgave and loved his people) has 
set going a violent discussion in Italy. 
The Rome correspondent of the Times 
says its prohibition has evoked sympathy 
for the Queen, and has strengthened the 
young King in his controversy with the 
church. The coloniinique (note) was the 
personal act of the Pope; its avowal as 
such was meant to rebuke those repre- 
senting the pontiff us an aged man and 
as a tool in the hands of Cardinal Ram- 
polla, the papal secretary of state, the 
truth being that Rampolla is clay in the 
masterful hand of the pontincial cham- 
ber, and bends like a reed before the 
imperious will of Leo. The Pope, in 
spite of his years, is still the soul of tbe 
Vatican.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Quebec, Aug. 20.— The invalided Can- 
adians who arrived here last evening have 
been discharged and probably by to-mor- 
row they will have left for their homes. 
The men are all enthusiastic over the 
splendid treatment given them by the of- 
ficiuls of the Elder-Dempster line, for 
besides the special table privileges, each 
man received a sovereign from the com- 
pany just uelore the ship sailed. 

Of the 110 invalided soldiers who re- 
turned from South Africa, there were 
Very few who have the appearance of 
inv ilids. \Vi.<"n they stepped ashore af- 
ter . their arduous campaigning, they 
swung around the corner of Queen's 
wharf to St. Peters* street and up the 
steep mountain hill to the Citadel with 
ease and vigor, which showed that the 
hardhips of the South African veldt bad 
left hardiy a trace. They were in charge 
of Lt.-Col. Delamere, commandant of the 
Bisley team, and, clad in khaki, he 
marched at their head. 

The voyage was a pleasant and un- 
eventful one except for a delay of six- 
hours at Belle Isle Strait on account of 
u fog. The men were allowed the free- 
dom of the whole ship. Coining into Que- 
bec, n grand reception awaited the home- 
coming soldiers. Two large excursion 
steamers, crowded with citizens, went 
down to the Island of Orleans to meet 
the Lake Ontario and escort her up. Op- 
posite the Louise embankment the Que- 
bec yacht club, represented by four of its 
largest vessels, crowded with gaily- 
dressed ladies, fired a salute in welcome. 

The government steamers Druid and 
Aberdeen joined other steam vessels here 
in a chorus of whistles. Dufferin Ter- 
ice was dtepiy lined with people who 
had been waiting there for hours, and 
Queen's wharf, at which the vessel was 
•xpocled to Sand, was crowded to the 
laager point. The Lake Ontario, how- 
ever, crossed first to the Levis side, to 
ind her immigrants. The government 
steamer Druid therefore crossed over 
and, embarking the soldiers, carried them 
back to the Quebec side. 

Mayor Parent presented a complimen- 
tary address, to which Col, Delamere re- 
plied on behalf of tbe men. Headed by 
the band of the Sth Regiment and es'- 
corted by a detachment of the Montreal 
Garrison Artillery, which is engaged in 
gun practice tit the Island of Orleans, 
the men marched to the Citadel. The 
streets throughout were lined with peo- 
ple and the reception was of the most 
enthusiastic character.

Chee Foo, Aug. 24.— It is rumored on 
good authority that Russia, Germany 
and Japan have declared war on China, 
and will invite England and the United 
States to retire. 

Loudon, Aug. 20. — 1:20 a. in.)— The 
only news of the night from China comes 
by way of Berlin, where ollieial de- 
spatches have been received dated Taku, 
August 25, reporting on authority that 
an undated Russiun Fekin telegram re- 
ceived Wednesday says that large masses 
of Boxers are still in the southern por- 
tion of the capital, and that a force of 
troops under Prince Chiug is in the im- 
perial city. 

According to a special despatch from 
Berlin, Germany has not yet received 
any proposals or suggestions from thq 
United States for an international con- 
ference. The foreign office considers the 
idea of such a conference as premature, 
und desires the allied commanders to 
exercise control in Fekin and the occu- 
pied parts of China until Field Marshal 
Count von Waldersee shall have assumed 
command and have time to report on tho- 
situation. 

The generally well-informed Viedo- 
mosti, of St. Petersburg, says it it inti- 
mated in diplomatic quarters there that 
the withdrawal of the allies from Pekin^ 
now that the foreigners have been res- 
cued,, would facilitate peace negotiations. 

Paris, Aug. 25. — The viceroys of. tho 
various provinces of China may be con- 
voked to choose some one of weight in 
the empire to deal with the powers in 
establishing such a government as will 
insure the fulUlment of whatever terms 
the powers shall dictate in the settle- 
ment of their claims. Hope still exists 
that a strong central power will be found 
in Pekin -which will constitute the best 
guarantee for the future, the' best means 
of securing ratification for the wrongs 
suffered by Europeans and the best safe- 
guard against division among the pow- 
ers themselves. Now that the allied 
forces have entered the Forbidden City 
tbe necessity for maintenance of concord 
among the powers is most pressing. Yet, 
fears are increasing that in the strain of 
conflicting interests, ambitious may cause 
a cleavage among the nations interested. 
This has been demonstrated already by 
tbe individual action of Russia in seiz- 
ing the present opportunity to extend her 
frontier into Manchuria and the recent 
incident regarding the landing of Brit- 
ish troops at Shanghai. 

Berlin, Aug. 25.— OtUcial circles here 
emphasize the statement that Germany, 
after the taking of Pekin and Field Mar- 
shal Count von Waldersee's appoint- 
ment to the command of the allied forces 
in China, stands precisely in the same 
attitude oe before. Germany, it is add- 
ed, still insists on carrying ou the pro- 
gramme which the. minister of foreign, 
affairs, Count voh Buelow, published in 
his circular of July 3, and which was ap- 
proved here and abroad. It is also otHi- 
clally claimed that all the other powers' 
interested still adhere to that programme,, 
of which thwe now remain two most im- 
portant paragraphs, viz.: Adequate re- 
dress for Chinese crimes against inter- 
national rights and the re-establishment 
of an orderly state of affaire and the in- 
stallation of a government willing and! 
able to give guarantees against the re- 
currence of the recent outrages. Many- 
papers, however, continue to express dis- 
trust of the intentions of several of tho- 
powers, especially Great Britain unil 
France, claiming they have sepcrato- 
plans regarding the Yang Tse valley and 
the southern provinces. So far as Rus- 
sia is concerned, the German press is. 
not exercised, because it ha6 been olli- 
oially admitted by Germany that Ger- 
many does not oppose any Russian pluns 
affecting the northern provinces, not 
touching Germany's political or commer- 
cial interests. The belief is held hero by 
the press that Count von Waldersee will 
find plenty to do after his arrival ia 
China, even if his command is restrict- 
ed to the province of Pe Chi Li. The 
leading centrist organ, the Colonel 
Evokes Zeitung, forms an exception to 
this rule, sounding a warning against 
Von Waldersee overstepping tbe bounds 
drawn by Von Buelow. 

London, Aug. 25. — A special despatch 
hero from Shanghai, dated August 25, 
says; "The viceroy of Chang Ching Tung 
declares that he will resist any attempt 
to extort territory or to interfere with 
the armies of the viceroy. It is stated 
here that it was Prince Tumc and not 
Prince Tuau that was captured by the 
Japanese." 

Washington, Aug. 25.— The diplomatic, 
feature of the Chinese situation to-day 
took precedence over both the naval and 
military features. The officials of this 
government were more uncommunicative* 
than heretofore. It was stated author- 
itatively that no news of operations had 
been received and that diplomatic nego- 
tiations could not be made public. 

The most unsatisfactory development 
of the day so far as the Pacific pro- 
gramme of this government goes, was the> 
receipt of a despatch from Admiral Re- 
mey conveying the reports which had 
reached him of a disagreement between 
th commander of the Russian forces in 
Pekin and the other international lead- 
ers. The text of this despatch was not 
made public, but it was said on good au- 
thority that the Russian commander had 
forbidden communication with the Chi- 
nese on the ground that Russia was tech- 
nically as well as practically at war with 
China. It was said this information sraa.

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Roberts Hss Moved His Head- 
quarters East to Wonder- 
fonteln Station. 



'Liverpool Regiment Falls Into 
a Boer Trap and Suffers 
Heavily. 



London, Ails'. 23.— Lord Roberts has 
left Pretoria and has fixed his head- 
quarters at Wonderionteiri, the second 
station west of Maehadodorp, where the 
bulk of the enemy's army are supposed 
to be. Wiring from there on August 24, 
•he says: 

"Buller reports the Boors laid a trap 
for bin cavalry on August 23, opening 
•with several guns at fairly short range. 
The British guns silenced the Boers, but 
wheu the firing ceased and the pickets 
were being placed for the night, by some 
mistake the companies of the Liverpool 
regiment advanced fifteen hundred yards 
into a hollow out of sight of the main 
body, where they were surrounded by the 
Boers and suffered severely. 

''The Livorpools lost ten men killed, 
and Capt. Plomers and fifty-five wound- 
ed. In addition they had thirty-two men 
missing. 

"Gen. Buller's other casualties on Aug- 
ust 23 were 20 men killed, wounded oi 
missing." 

Lord Roberts, also -wires that Gen. 
Polo-Ourew occupied Belfast, near Maeh- 
adodorp, on August 21, without opposi- 
tion. Gen. French with several brigades 
of cavalry is moving east of Maehado- 
dorp. 

The despatch of the British command- 
er-in-chief in youth Africa says: 

"There is n welcome green over the 
veldt, which I hope means that our rid- 
ing and transport animals will get graz- 
ing shortly. They have fared badly thus 
far." , 

Krugersdorp, Aug. 2,">. — Commandant 
Delarey appeared yesterday before Bank 
■station with a huge force and summoned 
the garrison, commanded by Lord Albe- 
marle to surrender. The garrison re- 
fused. 

In the meantime Dewet took advantage 
of tliis ruse and crossed the river towards 
Orange River Colony. 

Ottawa, Aug. 25.— The following de- 
spatch readied the militia department 
ithis morning from Lt.-Col. Otter, com- 
manding the first Canadian contingent: 

"Johannesburg, Aug. 24.— The battal- 
ion reached Krugersdorp on the 22nd af- 
ter three weeks' inarching, only 4T>() 
strong. Ordered to Pretoria. Macdoii- 
ald released. (Signed) Otter." 

§ITU ATION° AT PEKIN, 

'The Japanese Have Seized a Horde of 
Silver. 

London, Aug. 25. — The Pekin corre- 
spondent of the Times, wiring last Sat- 
urday, says: 

"Pekin is now entirely under foreign 
control. Looting is proceeding system- 
atically. The French and Russian 
Hags are flying over the best portion of 
(the imperial domain, where it is believed 
the imperial treasure is buried. 

"The Forbidden City is respected by 
international agreement, although any 
punishment will be ineffective unless it 
is occupied. 

"The Japanese have seized a horde 
amounting to 50,000 taels of silver. 

"The Empress Dowager, the Emperor, 
Prince Tuan and all the high officers es- 
caped to Tai Yuen Fu. province of Shan 
Si, from which point they proceeded to 
■ Sinn Fu, There is no governor." 

Taku, Aug. 25. — Transports are pour- 
ing into Taku. Three large German ves- 
.sels arrived and are unloading. One 
regiment that lias disembarked is on its 
way to Pekin and another is bound for 
Tien Tsin. Three Russian vessels are 
in harbor. 

The foreigners here desire that an ex- 
pedition shall he sent against Pao Ting 
Fa to destroy the city and avenge the 
massacres of' foreigners which occurred 
■there. 

San Francisco, Aug. 25.— The .large 
'base hospital that was projected by the 
.government at Nagasaki. Japan, has 
lieeu abandoned and the wounded and 
«ick from China will be brought here and 
treated in the general hospital at the 
Presidio. The physicians, nurses and 
others ordered to Nagasaki will remain 
here fur the present.

Richardson's Constituents Resent His 
Being Turned Down. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 25.— R. L. Richardson 
addressed a meeting of his Lisgur con- 
stituents last night at Miami. His 
course was approved. 

The name of T. W. Taylor is men- 
tioned in connection with the Conserva- 
tive candidature in Winnipeg.

ANOTHER WAR CLOUD. 

France Is Likely to Have Tro uble With 
Morocco. 

Paris, Aug. 25.— A serious situation 
has again arisen, according to report* 
from Marseilles and' Toulon, on the 
French Morocco frontier. Moorish 
troops are said to be massing in great 
numbers in dangerous proximity to the 
Algerian coast, and tribesmen, it is 
asserted, are raiding French territory. 
Instructions are said to have been re- 
ceived at the Mediterranean naval sta- 
tions, directing the French naval auth- 
orities to prepare to despatch artillery 
and stores to Algeria and Tunis. In 
official circles in Paris, although it is ad- 
mitted that the situation needs watching, 
it is thought decidedly improbable that 
the Morocco government intends to con- 
duct hostile operations against Algeria.

Cabinet Failed to Reach an 
Aflreement— To Open Yukon 
Reserved Claims.

Ottawa, Aug. .25.— The cabinet was in 
session this afternoon for four hours, but 
no decision was reached regarding disso- 
lution. The ministers will remain here 
for a few days and will probably reach a 
conclusion next week. 

The British Columbia rifle team has 
arrived here. 

The system of reserving alternate 
claims by the government in Yukon has 
been found to lie unworkable.

SOCILTIES AND DOCTORS. 

Agitation Commenced for the Repeal of 
The Medical Act. 

A request for some alteration and 
amendment of the Medical Act as it now 
stands, made by the Federated Board of 
Friendly Societies on behalf of the fra- 
ternity in Victoria, has been made to the 
government. A deputation waited on the 
executive some time ago, when the mat- 
ter was discussed, and a second depu- 
tation waited on the Minister of Mines, 
who is a prominent member of several so- 
cieties. The matter was promised im- 
mediate consideration. The wishes of 
the societies wore specific, the request 
being made for an amendment to 
-Medical Act to allow any member of the 
medical profession to practice in British 
Columbia, if carrying diplomas from any 
British or Canadian university, and who 
has' been in active practise within the 
last three years, and who can prove his 
identity and qualification; any member 
of the profession so doing to be allowed 
to practise without being subject to fur- 
ther examination at the hands of the lo- 
cal board of medical examiners. 

An agitation lias been started through- 
out the province for the repeal of the 
Medical Act as it now stands, and a 
monster petition circulated. 

The resolutions passed on society day 
at Nanaimo have been printed and cir- 
culated throughout the province. The 
keen interest shown by societies through- 
out the province and especially on the 
Mainland, has caused the federated hoard 
to go into the matter of issuing a publica- 
tion dealing with society problems. A 
monster meeting will be held shortly in 
Victoria theatre, when attention will be 
called to the many questions now serious- 
ly affecting the interests of friendly so- 
cieties. A large number of the grand 
officers of the different societies on the 
Mainland have signified their inten- 
tion to bo present. As some of the su- 
preme officers from the East are expected 
to be in Victoria about the time they will 
be asked to take part.

nut conveyed by Admiral Remey as ofll- 
eial news, but merely as a Teport from 
reliable sources, which he considered 
this government should possess for its 
own information. Assuming Admiral 
Remey's report 'to hi' correct, this move- 
ment on the part of Russia strikes the 
first note of discord .in the heretofore 
harmonious concert of ' the powers. The 
possibilities of future complications that 
it opens up are almost infinite and would 
be serious to a degree. It may be said, 
however, that the news is not taken 
very seriously by this government, and 
certainly will not affect its course in any 
way, until it has been officially confirm- 
ed. It was explained that the situation 
growing out of the joint occupation of 
Pekin by the powers was delicate, al- 
though not necessarily to be described as 
serious. The interests of all the powers 
there represented were at least competi- 
tive, if not antagonistic, and an ill-con- 
sidered movement on the part of any one 
government might easily entail oad con- 
sequences, in which all would be more 
or less involved. In this situation the 
United States occupied the position it had 
held all through the disturbances, name- 
ly, of being thd one pewer least under 
suspicion by the others of selfish and ul- 
terior motives. This government is ex- 
ceedingly anxious to maintain this van- 
tage ground and retain the confidence of 
tlie other powers, so that it is now more 
than evur cautious as, to the next step to 
be taken.

Arranflements For the Recep- 
tion Outlined by Mayor 
Hayward. 



His "Worship the Mayor announces the 
following programme for the reception 
o£ the vice-regal party on their return 
from the North: 

Their Excellencies will be met (as pre- 
viously urranged) at the Dominion or old 
custom house wharf at 7 i>. in. (instead 
of 7:45), and escorted thence by way of 
Wharf, Yates, Government, Belleville 
and Menzies streets to the Drill hall, 
where the civic and hoard of trade ad- 
dresses will he presentecTand appropriate 
music rendered. The procession will 
then re-form and proceed by way of 
Menzios and Michigan streets round the 
large lake to the park, to witness a dis- 
play of fireworks, after which the Gov- 
ernor-General and Cojmtess of Minto 
will be escorted through Government 
street to Yates street, while on their way 
to their temporary re^lenoe at Oak Kay. 

It is fully expected that this reception 
will take place on TiTursday evening, 
August 30, hut a further announcement 
will be made as soon as possible after 
telegraphic advices are received.

ROSSLAND MINING REPORT. 

Rossland, Aug. 25.— There is n decided 
improvement for the camp. The mag- 
nates of the War Eagle and Centre Star 
are announcing their intention to com- 
mence shipments, and it is probable that 
the Centre Star will commence on Satur- 
day next to ship to Trail. It will ship 
about 400 tons a day to start with, 
though it is announced that this will be 
increased to 1,000 between the Centre 
Star and War Eagle if arrangements 
with the C. P. R. smelter sulliciently 
favorable to these mines can be made, 
and there is much likelihood of this 
being done. 

The Le Roi has ordered a crushing 
and sampling mill, which is to be in- 
stalled at the collar of the shipping 
shaft. The ore-crusher is to bo the 
largest in Canada, and will arrive to- 
day. The sampling mill will automati- 
cally sample the ore as it passes into the 
receiving bunkers, and this work will he 
done in future at Rossland, instead of 
at the Northport smelter. Something 
like half a million dollars will have been 
spent on machinery by the Le Roi with 
the installation of this latest order. 
Every effort is being made to rush the 
time for shipments at the Rosalind 
Great Western mines (Nickel Plate), but 
it is not likely that this event will come 
off for another couple of weeks. The 
shipments for the past week trc a little 
below the average, in consequence partly 
of the accumulation of ore in the yard 
of the Northport smelter, and of a tem- 
porary break-down in the Le Roi gravity 
tramway yesterday afternoon. The 
total for the I* Roi for the past week 
was 0,174 tons, and for the Le Roi No. 2 
18:i tons. The total for the Le Roi this 
year to date is 1)0,411! Tons; for the Le' 
Roi No. 2, 511 tons; and for the whole 
camp, 111,000 tons.

The provincial board of horticulture', 
which has been in session during the past 
two days, concluded its labors yesterday 
afternoon. Among those present were 
Messrs. Thomas G. Earle, Fruit In- 
spector Cunningham, Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture Anderson, and Inspector 
Palmer. 

After the consideration of the volumin- 
ous correspondence which had been ac- 
cumulating, the following questions were 
brought up for discussion: 

The enforcement of Rule 7, concerning 
the inspection of imported und home- 
grown fruit, which runs as follows: 

"All fruit, whether imported or grown 
in this province, or exposed for sale, 
shall be subject to inspection under the 
authority of the board, and if found to 
be infected with any injurious insect 
pest or fungus disease, shall be quaran- 
tined or may be destroyed, at the ex- 
pense of the owner of said fruit, by such 
methods as the board or its agents muy 
direct, with the result that this regula- 
tion should be immediately enforced 
with respect to home-grown fruit in 
cases of infection with fungus disease." 

Rule 8 was then considered, and the 
board decided unanimously that its provi- 
sions will be insisted on. This rule runs: 

"All persons shipping, sending or' de- 
livering any fruit, fruit trees, scions, 
cuttings or plants within the province, 
shall place upou or securely attach to 
each box, crate or other package or par- 
cel containing the same a distinct 
stamp, murk or label, showing the name 
of the producer and shipper or sender, 
and the locality where grown, biff 
boxes and barrels containing fruit shall 
be stencilled or stamped with letters not 
less than three-quarters of an inch in 
length," 

. Its object is to secure some means of 
tracing infected fruit to the grower, and 
also to have a deterrent effect upon dis- 
honest packing; and so slovenly, care- 
less or dishonest growers and packers 
will be given ample chance of advertis- 
ing their unhappy characteristics. 

The question of plum rot, now so 
prevalent on the Mainland, where the 
existence of a very promising and profit- 
able industry is threatened, also came 
up, and a committee consisting of Messrs. 
Cunningham nnd Palmer are immediately 
to commence the inspection o'f these or- 
chards and ascertain the result of the 
use of sprays in the different localities. 
Some careful growers have sprayed, but

as yet no official report lias been made 
of its effect. The board are of opinion 
that this disease can ceadily ho stamped . 
out if the proper precautions are taken — 
(1) by the destruction of infected fruit, 
whether on the ground or on the trees; 
(2J of the foliage when it falls; and (8) 
a thorough spraying during dormancy 
with double strength of Bordeaux mix- 
ture, to be followed by another spray 
before the buds break with the same 
dilution, the same to be continued at 
intervals until the full growth shall have 
been well-nigh reached. During the 
season the members of the board will 
themselves conduct spraying experi- 
ments. 

It was also decided that an illustrated 
bulletin on insect pests and diseases 
should be immediately published for free 
distribution among the fruit growers and 
farmers throughout the province.

Agriculture Department Officials Saved 
Many Crops from Ravages of 
Cut Worms. 

The following letters received by Mr. 
Thomas Cunningham, of the board of 
horticulture, show what is being done to 
rid the province of the cut-worm pest. 

British Columbia Penitentiary, 
New Westminster, 21st. Aug., 1000. 
• My Dear Mr. Cunningham: On your 
second visit here you expressed a wish 
that I should let you know later on the 
result of our efforts to check the lavages 
of the cut-worm on our farm. You will 
he pleased to learn that our root crop, 
the safety of which we at one time de- 
spaired, has been almost nil saved— the 
loss we suffered being comparatively 
small. i . 

Porsonnlly, as well as officially, I rim 
under deep obligations to you, for which 
I would nsk yon to accept my sincere 
thanks. I was then acting warden, and 
yon can easily understand the anxiety I 
would feel, having but temporary charge, 
ori seeing nearly our entire crop at the 
mercy of the worm and not knowing 
what was best to do. To the prompt- 
ness with which you responded to my re- 



quests on the iwo occasions on which I 
called upon you to visit our farm we are 
chiefly indebted for the safety of our 
crop. We carried out your instructions 
to tiie letter, and had we been able to 
procure a sufficient supply of paris green 
in time our loss would have been nothing. 

In my opinion, the use of paris green 
with bran is the most effective way of 
destroying this pest. It has occurred to 
me that farmers, especially those living 
in remote districts, should always keep 
on hand such literature bearing on pests 
as you were good enough to favor me 
wiln. A simple prescription used in 
time may save a farmer's crop. It is 
one thing to know that paris green is a 
specific in the case of the cut-worm, but 
it is quite another thing to know how 
to use it. On the appearance of the cut- 
worm we ordered 1 pound of paris green, 
hut on learning how to use it we saw we 
should require about 100 pounds. 

Thanking you again for your invaluable 
assistance to us, I am, dear sir, yours 
faithfully.

Dear Sir: I have to thank you very 
much for your full explanations ns to 
dealing with the pest that is now afflict- 
ing us. We are following your instruc- 
tions to the letter and the result is most 
satisfactory. 

I enclose n cheque for your kind dis- 
bursement for paris green, and thank 
you for the trouble you have taken about 
this also. Will you please let mo have 
a memo, for the amount I am indebted 
for the spraying outfits, that I may send 
you a cheque ?

P.S.— I agree with you as to the impor- 
tance of there being fomo guarantee of 
the purity of insecticides, and I will help 
all I can to bring this about. 

It is to be hoped that the board may 
be as successful in stamping out plum 
rot as they have been in dealing with 
the ent-worm. It is very evident that 
success can be attained only by the cheer- 
ful and earnest co-operntion of all con- 
cerned. The disease does not exist on 
Vancouver Island nor in the dry belt 
east of the Cascade mountains, but is 
confined to the lower Mainland west of 
the Cascades, where magnificent plums 
country, have been produced in great!

THE WAR. 



A few days ought to bring" us news of 
important operations in the Transvaal. 
Lord Roberts has moved his headquar- 
ters to Wonderfontein, which is the 
third station from Maeundodorp, not the 
second, as the despatches say, Belfast, 
which Pole-Carew occupied on Friday, is 
the second. It is about 20 miles from 
Machadodorp. Bullet- seems to have had 
mime severe fighting in his advance from 
the south against the enemy's left, but 
he is close enough up now to be able to 
assist in the general attack upon Much 
dodorp, it if turns out that the enemy is 
there. We are told that Gen. French 
with several 'brigades of cavalry is mov- 
ing east of Machadodorp. This is a re 
petition of the tactics which proved so 
effective in the advance from Bloetnfon- 
tein to Pretoria. French moves around 
to the rear, while an attack is made 
fcimultaneously iu front and on one of 
the. flanks. If it proves successful the 
•"bag" ought to be a heavy one. 

Dewet appears to have temporarily es- 
caped his pursuers. He is not yet out 
of the Transvaal, but the chances ara 
that he will hardly be intercepted. He is 
a dangerous fellow, and doubtless will 
be followed up smartly. He can now 
only hope to carry on guerilla operations. 

The first Canadian contingent has been 
ordered to Pretoria. This looks as if 
Lord Roberts thought they were en- 
titled to a rest. They have done a tre- 
mendous amount of hard work, of which 
there can be no better testimony than the 
eloquent fact that only 450 men are lit 
for duty. 



i INFLUENCE OP POETS. 

From Campbell* to Kipling is a 
hundred years, and during it the British 
poets have done their work in building 
up a rugged national character. Camp- 
bell was the product of the Napoleottb 
wars, when Great Britain stood in anus 
:aloue against the world. His patriotic 
poetry had a lire in it, but at the same 
■time a simple directness which appealed 
to men who themselves hail heard the 
roar iff battle and felt the tierce shock of 
war. There is no attempt at glossing 
over facts iu such lines as these: 

The spirit of your fathers 

Shall start from every wave — 

For the deck it was their field of fame, 
And Ocean was their grave. 

'There was no high-sounding talk about 
fame and glory, hut "the Mariners of 
IHngland " were told In simple phrase of 
deeds done 

When the battle rages loud and lung 
And the stormy winds do blow. 

This was the sort of music oa which the 
youth of Britain in tin? early days of the 
century were nurtured. Take also the 
story of Copenhagen. It is the same 
picture drawn in lines of blood and lire. 
Here is u stanza which is characteristic 
of the nation. After telling how the 
Dane viewed the coming action with a 
keen scent for bloodshed, he says: 



Not such a mind possessed 

England's tar; 
'Twns the love of noble game 
• Set his oaken heart on Maine. 
For to him 'twas all the same — ' 
Sport or war. 



Almost a century later a poet, whose 
name we are sorry, not Uy know, gave 
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utterance to the same idea In thctie 
ringing and characteristic lines: 

There's a breathless hush in the close 
to-night, 

Ten to make and the match to win, 
A bumping pitch and n blinding light. 

An hour to play and the iast man in. 
And it's not for the sake of the ribboned 
coat. 

Or the selfish hope of n season's fame, 
But his Captain's hand on his shoulder 
smote. 

"Play up, play up and play the game!" 

The- sand on the desert is sodden red, 
Red with the wreck of the square that 
broke. 

The G-.itling's jammed. and the Colonel 
dead. 

And the regiment blind with dust and 
smoke. 

The river of death has brimmed its 
banks. 

And England's far, and honor a name, 
But the voice of n schoolboy rallies the 
ranks. 

"Play up, play up and play the game!" 
It was Wellington who said that the 
battle of Waterloo was won on the 
school grounds at Eton. 

Tennyson, the poet of the century, 
learned his war note under different cir- 
cumstances to those surrounding Camp- 
bell, nnd so we do not look for quite as 
bald pictures. His is the language of 
one who beard the tumult of battle from 
a distance. He defies France in lan- 
guage which seems exaggerated ' to us 
who realize more keenly what such 
things mean. 

Come along! We alone of the world are 
free; 

The child in our cradles is bolder than 
he. 

For where is the heart and strength of 
slaves? 

O where is the strength of slaves? 
He is weak. We are strong. He a 
slave, we are free. 
Come along! We will dig their graves! 

No poet of to-day would write thus. 
Kipling gives us the note of the hour. 

God of our fathers, known of old, 
Lord of our far-flung battle line, 

Beneath whose awful hand we hold 
Dominion over palm and pine, 

Lord God <>f Hosts, be with us yet, 
Lest we forget, lest we forget. 

But Tennyson had the true British ring 
in him after all, and when the story of 
Balaklava came, he know how to do it 
justice iu simple words that went 
directly to the heart of every Briton. In 
this poem we have the same lire that is 
shown in Campbell's lines. 

Into the jaws of death. 
Into the mouth of Hell 
Bode the Six Hundred. 

Here is no attempt to hide the awful 
facts, and the eternal lesson is taught 
that "England expects every man to do 
his duty." no matter when or where. 

Space forbids the multiplication of 
proofs of how the poets of Britain have 
during this century contributed to the 
building up of British character. And 
it' is not only the poets, who have re- 
ceived or may hope for a grave in West- 
minster Abbey, who have contributed to 
this great work. The balladists, whose 
names will hardly be remembered for a 
decade, have done their share. The 
writer of "The Powder Monkey," which 
tells how little Tim bravely did his part 
for Queen and country, iif "Tommy At- 
kins," who does his duty "for England, 
home and beauty," of "The Soldiers of 
the Queen," and of "The Little Patch of 
lied," and of all the rest of the songs 
that during the last year we have sung 
and shouted until we were hoarse — all 
these have done their share of the great 
work of buildiug up a race ot men who 
will never prove false to the time- 
honored claim that 

"Britons never shall lie slaves." 



ABBAS ABDAL BED A. 

Abbas Abdul Behu, which being inter- 
preted means "Abbas, servant of God," 
was born in Persia in the year 1844. His 
father was Reha U Ulluh, which means 
"the Manifestation of Deity." He is th 
head of what is known as the Babist 
cult, which numbers many adherents in 
Persia and Syria, nnd not less than two 
thousand in the United States anion 
people of Anglo-Saxon descent. Bnbism 
was founded in the year in which Abbas 
was born by Seyd Mohammed Ali, a 
Persian, who after his return from a 
prilgrimage to Mecca, promulgated a new 
set of commentaries on the Koran and 
taught a system of ethics of an elevated 
character. He incurred the resentment of 
the priesthood and persecutions resulted, 
but the new cult waxed strong, so that 
the authorities put forth strennuous ef- 
forts to exterminate it. This led to the 
rebellion of Zappan. Seyd endeavored 
to restrain his followers, but his modera- 
tion counted for nothing and he was ar- 
rested, tried and sentenced to death. It 
is said that lie and one of bis followers, 
Ih'ing about to be shot, were fastened to 
a wall with ropes, their legs and arms 
extended in the form of a cross. When 
l lie soldiers fired his follower was killed, 
but Seyd's bands were cut by the bullets 
and he fell unharmed to the ground. The 
soldiers refused to fire again, whereupon 
the officer in charge of the party brained 
the teacher with a blow of bis sword. 
Beha U. Ullah.then became the hend of 
the sect and was its recognized leader 
until 1892, when he died. His place was 
taken by Abbas. The Babists were ex- 
pelled from Persia and took refuge - in 
Syria but some of the seed sown remain- 
ed behind and has born fruit in the form 
of many converts. Beha U Ullah finally 
took refuge in Acre, where he lived until 
his death and where his soil and succes- 
sor now resides. 

Bella F Ullah appears to have discar- 
ded the Koran and a book known as Bey- 
an, written by Seyd. Uiiselhsheiiss nnd 
humility are the .key notes, of the new 
cult. Its present leader makes no preten- 
sions to be other than a teacher. He is 
called "The Master" by bis adherents, 
who are disposed to claim that in bin) 
Christ has been reincarnated. Asked by 
Professor E. O. Brown, of Cambridge 
University: "Are you the .Christ?" -he 



answered: "I am the servant of God." 
He is described as a man of singularly 
fine presence and personal magnetism. 
Professor Brown was specially struck 
With the mournful beauty of his eyes, 
which seem "to hide unspeakable sorrow 
in their fathomless depths." He con- 
versed freely on all subjects and seems 
to be exceedingly well informed. Al- 
though fifty-six years of age, he is in the 
very prime of splendid manhood. 

The fact that such a man is preaching 
such a doctrine in such a country af- 
fordti food for thought. It is not worth 
while to waste any time in speculating 
whether he and his predecessors fulfill 
the conditions mentioned iu the prophe- 
aie3. Similarities of this nature have 
been discovered over and over again, and 
probably will bo as long as humanity 
lasts. The great fact is that teachers 
have arisen in the East, who are incul- 
cating precisely the same teachings as 
Christ, and yet they are in no way aflli- 
ated with Christianity. The name of the 
cult is itself significant. "Bab" moans 
"the gateway to eternal life." The Gos- 
pel of Christ could not be more fitly de- 
scribed. Indeed the whole object of the 
Christian religion is to point the wny to 
eternal life. Comment seems uncalled 
for. Indeed, there does not seem to be 
any comment to make, the fact is of itself 
so full of significance. No one can esti- 
mate tbe influence of this new cult. In 
the first half century of its existence it 
ban withstood persecution and martyr- 
dom, and has probably made as great 
progress as was achieved by Christianity 
in the first fifty years of its life. The 
cult has three centres in the United 
States, one being in New York, another 
in Chicago, and the third in Waukegan, 
Wisconsin. it is uot a proselytizing 
faith in an agrcssive sense, and its 
growth, if it has any in America, may be 
left out of consideration for the present. 
But its effect in Syria and Persia ami 
may be, and, indeed, is likely to be high- 
ly important. Its fundamental principle 
is that individuals are emanations from 
the Diety and will ultimately be re-ab- 
sorbed iu Him. It is therefore not un- 
like Buddhism, but it differs from that 
great cult in teaching, as Christianity 
does, that it iu possible to reach the de- 
sired haven of rest without successive 
reincarnations. Such a thought as this 
may inspire new hope in the Oriental 
mind, which has hitherto seen nothing 
better before it than an apparently end- 
less fiuccession of lives, with extinction as 
the desired end. Babism teaches that by 
self-denial we may achieve a higher ex- 
istence after death, an existence which 
will culminate an a return to the Divine 
source from wilich we emanated. This 
will commend itself to the philosophic 
minds of Oriental peoples. 

Abbas resides three miles ont of the 
city of Acre, but he is virtually a state 
prisoner. He is allowed perfect free- 
dom within the governmental district, 
where he has resided ever since, as a lad 
of seven, he went there with his father to 
escape persecution. He is not interfered 
with iu any way, so far as communicat- 
ing with, every one goes, but the govern- 
ment, for some reason of its own, seems 
to think it desirable that he should not 
go far from the vicinity of Acre. He 
does not seek notoriety and, so far as is 
known, makes no' claim to miraculous 
power.

Outlook In 

Old Cariboo 



Doctor Reynolds of Aschroft 
1 alks of Affairs In His 
Section, 



The Horsefly Likely to Prove 
the Great Camp of the 
Province. 



Dr. F. S. Reynolds, editor of the Ash- 
croft Journal, is paying a visit to the 
Capital City, and is a guest at the Hotel 
Victoria. Dr. Reynolds was seen yes- 
terday at his hotel by a Colonisl re- 
porter and asked for news in a general 
way from his section; and in the con- 
versation that followed he stated that the 
outlook for business at Ashcroft is bet- 
ter than it has been for the past two 
years, ami that more buildings are under 
way or in contemplation than usual— 
among others a handsome building to be 
erected on the C. P. R. grounds by the 
British Columbia Express Company. A 
new and handsome brick block has just 
beeu completed, and will be occupied by 
the Harvey-Bailey Co. 

The Dominion government will, it is 
stated by Mr. Charlesou, put up a new 
building for the use of the employees of 
the Dawson- Ashcroft telegraph line that 
■will soon be completes ; and various 
other buildings are contemplated, among 
others a government agent's office and 
a new jail, for which purpose West 
Yale's energetic young representative, 
Barrister Dennis Murphy, has secured 
appropriations— and badly needed they 
are. 

Asked regarding the freighting busi- 
ness, Dr. Reynolds stated that the team- 
sters' union had established a fair price 
for freight to the upper country, and 
that freight was being quietly 'moved 
along. But few if any Chinese are on 
the road at the present time hauling 
freight; and while horse-killiug, as was 
reported from the Cariboo road a few- 
weeks ago, is not endorsed nor coun- 
tenanced by the people in general in 
that section, it is in the interest of all 
business men, ranchers and mining men 
that Chinese should leave the freight 
business alone, and, he added, they quite 
likely will after this. 

The Cariboo roads have been a subject 
to rellect upon during the past two years, 
but have lately reached a stage where 
a man driving over them would no longer 
rellect— he could only ease his mind by 
strong language. However, the govern- 
ment, by granting $30,000 for work on 
the main road, 250 miles long, have 
made a good start. Twenty thousand 
dollars for the Drauch rouds would also 
help things out, 'but there must 'be large 
and constant appropriations euch year 
until a good road-bed is provided the en- 
tire way. A few thousand dollars a 
year will keep them in proper repair. 

Cariboo and Omineca look very promis- 
ing at present' Dr. Reynolds stated that 
last Tuesday Mr. Cotton, of New West- 
minster, who has been in the employ of I 
the Forty-Third Milling & Mining Co. | 
for the past five seasons, came down by ' 
stage from Quesnelle. He had broken a 1 
bone in his left leg in camp, and had 
taken l be hard trip outside to get fixed 
up. Mr. Cotton stated that Col. Wright 
turned on the water July 10, and that 
the hydraulic elevator was working well 
and the outlook very bright for the com- 
pany. Mr. Cotton could give very little 
information about the other companies 
operating in that section, in which some 
Victorians are interested. 

The St. Anthony company have had 
some trouble with their ditch system. 
Mr. Cotton states that the Dominion 
telegraph line, which is to go in to 
Omineca from Fraser Lake, will be of 
very material use in opening up that 
section. 

The mines around Barkerville have 
been paying very well this season— such 
of them as have been producing. Many- 
propositions in that section are only 
being prospected or opened up for larger 
work in the near future. 

The Cariboo mine will make two ship- 
ments yet this. season, and the total out- 
put, it is believed, will be over #300,000 
for the season, and next summer much 
better results may be .looked for. 

The Horsefly, Dr. Reynolds stated, 
was nt present believed ..by all who knew 
(he circumstances to be the great camp 
of the province. If the work now hiring 
done by Senator Campbell of the Miocene 
Company proves the gravel to average 
as rich ns it is where he has tapped the 
old channel nt 550 feet depth, mining 
men expect to see a population of thou- 
sands in Horsefly within a year. The 
old channel is more than 1,000 feet in 
width, and it is believed the deep gravel 
will average $5 to $30 per cubic 
yard. There are now more than 50 
miles of this old channel system located. 

Dr. Reynolds stated that politically 
there was very little going on in his sec- 
tion. Mr. Murphy, M. P. P., has well 
sntisfied his constituency, and, so- far as 
could be judged by the remarks of the 
business men of the Ashcroft section, n

My being 
one of the members for Esquimau district 
must be my excuse for this letter, and 1 
trust your honorable body will see Its way 
ut the earliest possible moment to remedy 
the evil complained of.

City Arrives 



Passenger Claims to Have 
FoiumJ Diamonds in Copper 
River District. 



Arrivals From Dawson Report 
River in Fine Condition 
for Travel. 



Steamer Cottage City arrived shortly 
before midnight last night, one day late, 
from Ska£wa,y.nnd other Alaskan ports. 
She had GO passengers, 20 of whom were 
from the interior, .and a large cargo, in- 
eluding 0,000 .ensos of salmon from 
Alaskan canneries and 200 barrels of oil 
from Killisnoo. 

One of the jiassengers, EL Johnson, 
claims to have .found diamonds in the 
Copper Kiver country, from which he is 
returning. lie was .prospecting for gold, 
he say*', on a creek — the locution of 
which he declines to give — when he 
picked up a shiny stone, which he has 
been told is u rough diamond. He found 
a few smaller stones in the same district. 
Johnson's find was .the talk of the 
steamer. 

Skagway papers tell of .the moving of 
the Canadian custom bouse on the Dnl- 
ton trail from it* present location at 
Pleasant Camp to the .mouth of the 
Klaheua river, not far from the Indian 
town of Klukwan. The mouth of the 
Klahena is the entrance to the Porcu- 
pine district. There are tome 2ij0 men 
in the Porcupine district, and all are at 
work. Two of the best paying creeks 
In the territory, which lnvjumes that of 
British Columbia by virtue of the new 
line, are Glacier and Christni.is .creeks. 

A monster Indian potlateh is to be. 
held at Klukwan on September 10. 
Chief Kodowutt, who is giving the feast, 
will then endeavor to settle the feud 
which for centuries has existed between 
the Sitkas and the Wrangel tribes. 

Judge Kalem, a late arrival from 
Pnwson, speaking> of the state of the 
river, said that the Yukon has a large 
volume of water and is in splendid con- 
dition for travel. Much rain has fallen 
of late and raised the river to its extreme 
height. He came up on the Tyrell, and 
the water was so plentiful that that 
steamer performed the exceptional feat 
of running the Thirty-Mile river at night, 
The railroad has over 6,000 tons of 
freight in sight for th'e interior at pres- 
ent, and will certainly get it all through 
to Dawson without difficulty before the 
close of navigation. More than fifteen 
steamers are now on the White Horsc- 
Dawson run. 

Business is good in Dawson, with the 
exception that there are too many in- 
experienced men taking in poods and 
Josing. Brokers banflle their business

.I.LALA IN DISTRESS. 

Puts Into 'Montevideo Partially Dis- 
masted by a Storm. 

The British ship Ualu, ('apt. Tboiburn, 
1,24(1 Iouk, which 'sailed from Loudon on 
June 8 for .this .port with a cargo of 
general merchandise for Victoria and 
Vancouver merchants, consigned to 
Itobert Ward & Co., linn put in to Monte- 
video in distress. She arrived there o.l 
Saturday last, .partially dismasted, hav- 
ing lost her fore .topmast and main top- 
mast in gulws. 

A despatch from Montevideo two days 
after the arrival of the vessel says it is 
believed the shjp herself is not leaking 
and the cargo is undamaged. 

The Ilala is one of the last chartered 
salmon vessels. She is to load on the 
Fraser Cor iShe (United .Kingdom. Her, 
charterers, though, have a grain option, 
whereby she loads at Tacoiua, and if the 
salmon pack does not run high enough 
to need all the carriers now engaged, it 
is not unlikely that the lllala will take 
the grain charter. 

It is thought 'that ntileast one or two 
of the vessels chartered will have to 
carry grain instead -of salmon, owing to 
the smailucss of the pack. This diver- 
sion of the vowels, ihowuver, will not 
mean loss to the charterers, for with the 
prevailing high irates it is .even likely 
that they may he .re-ehar.terull at higher 
figures than those for which they were 
secured.

Steamer Ilyades, 4.500 tons, sails 
from New York on September 5 with ear- 
go for San Francisco and other Coast 
points. 

The American schooner James EL 
Bruce, 470 tons, sailed from San Fran- 
cisco on Tuesday, for Chemainus, where 
she will load lumber for Sydney. 

There are now no less than 4.'{ sailing 
vessels listed as en route or on berth at 
Newcastle for the Hawaiian Islands. 

The schooner Corona and the schooner

The twenty-fifth sitting of this session 
of the provincial legislature finds the 
business of the province for the present 
time well nigh completed. Still there are 
various important subjects coming up in 
sundry acts and resolutions, several of 
which might lead to quite as lengthy de- 
bates as any of the past live weeks. 
Many of these are, hq^vever, topics of 
that never-dying sort whose oft discus- 
sions have worn them almost threadbare. 
Of course Chinese immigration is one of 
these and so Mr. Garden is found wait- 
ing to meinoralize the Dominion govern- 
ment to take more urgent steps in re- 
stricting immigration. His resolution 
runs ais follows: 

That the bouse resolve Itself Into com- 
mittee of the whole and a resolution be 
adopted, respectfully calllne on the Domin- 
ion government to pass the Natal Act re- 
specting Immigrants, and that the same be 
sii(ned by any member of this house desir- 
ing to do so. 

The frequently heard of grievance re- 
garding the exploiting and operating of 
mineral properties upon Indian reserves, 
opening up as it does the whole of a very 
intricate question regarding those choice 
portions of the province, is to be brought 
ui> by a resolution of the member from 
Albcrni, Mr. Neil], which states: 

That this house urge upon the govern- 
ment the necessity of negotiating with the 
Dominion authorities, with a view to the 
settlement of the dispute now pending be- 
tween the Dominion and Provincial gov- 
ernments, as to the actual and ultimate 
ownership of the Indian reserves In this 
province, and that, pending such settlement, 
mutually arranged regulations may he Is- 
sued, under which free miners may locate 
and work mineral claims on Indian reserves 
and obtain rights of wav through such re- 
serves, when necessary for the working of 
unj' mineral claims. 

The comparatively higher cost of liv- 
ing in this province and the greater 
amount of work that falls to their lot j 
than does to their better paid brethern in ; 
Eastern Canada has led the Hon. Mr. . 
Eberts to take up the cause of the Su- j 
preme court judges in a resolution which 
is intended to remind the Dominion gov- 1 
ernment not only of the above hard facts, 
but nlso of the harder one, that the jus- 
tices of the British Columbia courts are 
paid $1,000 less per annum thnn those of 
the other provinces. The cause of the ' 
County court judges is similarly cspous- i 
ed by Mr. Helmcken, and In both in-' 
stances an increased allowance is asked i 
of the Dominion government. | 

Not content with agitating for more i 
money for the judges, Mr. Helmcken is ! 
about to introduce another meniorinl up- 1 
on another and very popular demand, 
viz., that for the establishment of a 
Canadian mint. The resolution runs as 
follows:

He It therefore resolved, that an humble 
address be presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, requesting Win to 
communicate with the Dominion govern- 
ment, urging upon that government the de- 
sirability of the establishment, at the 
earliest possible date, of a mint: such mint 
to be erected In the province of British 
Columbia, or some other means of securing 
to the commercial community of Canada the 
full bencttt and otherwise of the oulnut of 
gold In the Northwest Territories and of 
this prov luce.

The Burns Monument.— The founda- 
tion for the Burns memorial monument 
at Beacon Mill park, situate on the tri- 
angle to the east of tho deer run, has 
been completed. The bronze statuary is 
now on the way from the studio of 
Hamilton McCarthy at Ottawa, who is 
one of Canada'* foremost sculptors; and 
the stone-work for the base of the monu- 
ment, being cut by Mr. Mortimer, is 
being rapidly pushed to completion. The 
base for the bronze statue will lie solely 
of British Columbia granite. Arrange- 
ments have been about completed for the 
Burns concert to be given on Friday next 
nt the Victoria theatre. The programme, 
which is under the direction of Mr. J. G. 
Brown, will include several choruses to 
be given by a choir of forty voices. A 
number of well-known soloists will nlso 
contribute to the programme. 
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8ome people say It will go away of 
Its own accord; but after waiting a 
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Yesterday the strikers' side of the 
story was heard by the special commit 
tee of the legislature appointed to inves- 
tigate the TeiitioiiH for the calling out of 
the militia during the recent: tishermens 
strike ut the Krascr river salmon can- 
neries. Four of the men were heard, re- 
presenting most of the phases of the mat- 
ter. Of these one was a Japanese, after- 
wards said to have been an otllcial in the 
Protective Society of his countrymen. An 
Indian, too, from the Musqueau reserva- 
tion, on the North Arm of the river, was 
heard, and last of nil, a couple of the 
strikers, of whom Frank Itogera was 
one. Their several stories corroborated 
the tales of intimidation and of violence 
which had already been heard by the 
committee, although Secretary Rogers, of 
the Steveston union, strenuously con- 
tended that the stopping of men from 
fishing, the seizing of their boats, the car- 
rying of them off, the dragging of the in- 
mates up on a wharf, setting them up 
on a box, calling them insulting names, 
pushing them oft' and striking them did 
not constitute either intimidation or vio- 
lence. Mr. John Brown, who was one 
of the committee, suggested that "'moral 
suasion" was the proper term. 

Frank Murray, a Victoria provincial 
police odleer, was tile first witness call- 
ed. He said that he had been at Stev- 
eston port of the time, having been up 
in the early days of the strike, and again 
the day before the militia arrived. The 
last time the town was quiet. Meetings 
were being held, but which in passing lie 
had stopped to listen for a while he hud 
not heard any inflammatory speeches. 
That same evening he had attended the 
meeting at Malcolm & Windsor's can- 
nery. Before leaving Vancouver he had 
been asked to go there. The calling out 
of the militia was discussed at it. It was 
explained that some 1,500 Japs were go- 
ing out uext day and all present seemed 
to fear that trouble would ensue. They 
feared a coutlict between the two bodies 
and also for their property; The magis- 
trates were at the meeting. All were 
unanimously of the opinion that the mil- 
itia were the sole resource. The Steves- 
ton crowd was a pretty tough gang, a 
great many of them were not bona fide 
fishermen. He recognized men from Vic- 
toria and other places, and a good many 
from across the line. While up there be- 
fore he had never seen any acts of 'intim- 
idation, although he had noticed that the 
patrol boats were on the river. I'ublic 
opinion, was divided, many apprehended 
serious trouble, and many others thought 
that it would blow over. Personally, he 
thought that the Japs were so strong that 
an open attack by the strikers was not 
very likely. If trouble arose it would be 
through attacks upon their nets and other 
similar acts. The crowd so far us he know- 
it, was a fairly quiet one. He had not 
seen any firearms in the boats or amongst 
either the white strikers of the Japs. 

Musquean Jim, a middle-aged si wash, 
from the North Ann of the Praser river, 
had been fishing for the Greenwood can- 
nery. He had gone out with his wife to, 
tish otic night for food, and a boat with 
seven or eight men came along about 
midnight and an order was given to take 
up the net. He had clone so and had not 
gone fishing again. Men had told him 
that he must not fish for the canneries or 
he would lose his net. He had been 
fishing that night just off his village. 

Old, a Japanese, was at Steveston dur- 
ing the strike. He had gone down when 
the sockeye came first and been there 
right along. He had been fishing day 
after day, and on going out on the 10th 
of July eight white men came out and 
ordered him to stop. He did So and went 
home. He had 35 fish in his boat, but 
the white men took them all but two. 
He had not gone out fishing again until 
the day the soldiers came. The cannery 
men told him to go fishing, but he had 
been afraid. He got 20 cents for his 
fish. The white notninn at the cannery 
had told him the day that the soldiers 
wire coming and he need not be afraid 
to tish. There >vere 3,000 or 4.0(H) Jap- 
anese at Stevestou He had fished for 
Gulf of Georgia cannerymen and had got 
tbout. SCC fish chtr'ng the run, selling 
them for £0 cents Hi- was getting about 
10 fish a day ntjw. His boat was licens- 
ed and his boat puller had a permit. Up- 
on unj occasion be had seen a white man 
striking a Japanese fisherman. He had 
not joined the union. 

Hugh Campbell hail been fishing and 
was at Stevest >u during the strike, 
lie idling there about the end of June, 
he had done no fishing until after the 
strike was over. He had joined the 
union. At a pub.!c meeting jn Steveston 
they had passed a resolution about not 
fishing for less than 25 cents. No mes- 
sage of thu- had been sent to the eannery- 
xnen, so far as he knew, but a week latei 
the dinners had asked a deputation to 
see them at Vancouver. There 25 cents 
had been refused and 18 cents offered up 
to OOP fish a week and 15 cento for all 
over that. This was about a week or 
so before the militia came. Matters' 
drifted along and no fishing was done un- 
til the soldiers came. The Japs then 
went out, but, so far as he knew, the 
white men did not go. 



with Brown in it, coming down with the 
tug close alongside and several patrol 
boats. Brown was put on a box. Rogers, 
the secretary was there, and asked what 
should he done with a "scab." Another 
man got up on a pile and counselled no 
violence, and Brown went away. He 
ncvir saw Brown abused. The crowd 
kept increasing, coming down the dyke. 
He had not seen Lister on. the wharf 
when Brown and Rogers were on the 
box. The crowd had not followed Brown. 
The Japs had had a big procession, pro- 
bably 4,500 of them, with the Japanese 
Hag. The white men had several pro- 
cessions. Arbitration was spoken of, but 
some difficulty as to how it should ha 
done seemed to prevent any demand be- 
in^' made upon the eanuers to that end. 
lie had carried the ling, a Union Jack, in 
the strikers' procession, and at the meet- 
ing afterwards It was decided that as 
the Japs owned the river, the whites 
hud better go home. Had the soldiers 
not come' he did not think that the Jiqis 
would have been interfered with on go- 
ing out to fish. He knew that a good 
many Americans came over, fished on 
the Praser and then went back. The 
Canadian eanuers were paying White, a 
contractor on the other side, 25 and 28 
cents for fish. The tug Natal came over 
the day he was there (aiiout 10th of Aug 
list) and took some -1,500 fish to the riv- 
er. 1'ike, the trap man, got 25 cents 
for his surplus tish, and several other 
fishermen had told him that they had got 
28 cents for their fish at the American 
canneries. 

Under the more vigorous cross-exaniin 
tttion of tlie Attorney-General, the wit- 
ness admitted that the patrol system was 
regularly kept up night and day and that 
men were ordered back nnd b 
seized to stop men from, fishing. That 
was why Brown's boat had been seized, 
lie thought that, a great deal ot' lish was 
smuggled hack and forth across the line. 

Frank A. Rogers, secretary of tke 
fishermen's union, had been at Steveston 
during the strike. He went then- about 
the 18th of June. He had not fished 
before the strike, but was a seafaring 
man. Pressed upon the point, he ad- 
mitted that lie had not 'fished since and 
never had been a fisherman, but was a 
'longshoreman in Vancouver. He had 
gone out to fish, but more especially to 
organize the fishermen into a union, of 
which he hud then been elected secre- 
tary. The Vancouver union had sent 
him. The unions were organized under 
the Dominion Trades and Labor Coir 
giess. There was another lodge at New 
Westminster, but a central board had 
acted for them all. He had not brought 
his books down with him,, and so could 
not produce them. At their meetings 
various resolutions had been passed, but 
the chief one was that about 25-cent fish. 
About the 2:5rd of June he had gone to 
see Secretary Duncan 'of the Gunner.-, 1 
Association about the price of lish, but 
had been told that they could not pay 25 
cents. Then, through the offices of -Mr. 
Bremncr, they found that the dinners 
did not wisli to negotiate. The eanuers 
spoke about the price of tin, but refused 
to open their hooks to any outside parties 
to show that they could not afford tq 
pay more than IS cents. Twenty-live 
cents had been fixed on by the men as 
the price because 7 cents a pound was 
being paid on the Columbia river, where 
last year the price was 21 cents a tish. 
The price of canned salmon was up, too. 
About the 10th of July, when the can- 
tiers would at last negotiate, Luinb'y and 
Scoulnr were appointed to see them. 
They did so in Vancouver, and repotted 
that neither side would meet the other. 
After that an offer came from the can- 
tiers of 20 cents up to 000 fish u week, 
and for all above that a 15-cent rate. 
This was posted up at Steveston, but 
the union would not accept it. 

In June a written agreement had been 
got by the union from the Japs regard- 
ing the price of 25 cents. Meetings were 
held and the Japanese houses were visit- 
ed and every inducement offered to keep 
the men together. The Japs did not 
lish until the militia came, except in 
some few instances. The Japs sent out 
patrol boats, too, and a Jap was taken 
in each white boat. The Indians agreed 
not to fish, too. except for food. AH 
could fish for food under the proper tlag. 
The patrol boats all carried a rod and 
white Hag. He did not know of any 
cenfiicts arising through the patrol boats. 

He had not been at Steveston the 
night before the militia had been called 
out; but the night before that (Sunday) 
he had been nt Mackay's wharf. There 
were about nine or ten patrol boats out 
that night. He had been told that a 
trap was being arranged by the canners 
to catch the strikers. A boat or two' 
was to he sent out with some tugs hav- 
ing special constables on board. These 
latter were to do nothing, but were to 
stand by and see the men nnd boat car- 
ried off, and the incident should be the 
pretext for calling out the soldiers. That 
man Mimro of the Phoenix had arranged 
the scheme. However, he (Rogers) did 
not believe that the canners could call 
the militia out, and he wanted to make a 
test case out of it. So the pntrol boats 
had put out from Steveston with eight 
or ten men apiece aboard. He had gone 
in one himself, nnd had asked Kipp (by 
other witnesses called Brown), who was 
in the boat, why he was trying to betray 
them by selling himself for a few paltry 
dollars to the cannerymen. Two or three 
men got into Kipp's boat. Munro came 
up in the steamer Wilfred and asked 
Kipp if he wns in danger, and then or- 
dered the specials who were aboard the 
steamer to rescue him. The patrol boats 
had made fast to Kipp's boat and towed 
it down to Mackay's wharf at Steveston, 
a steamer or two following. He thought 
that they had the right to seize the boat, 
and all the more so because Munro had 
come out on the river with his force. 
On reaching the wharf Kipp got out of 
his boat, and was put up on the box and 
asked about being a scab nnd betraying 
his fellows. He (Rogers) was put out 
about it, and did shove Kipp off the box, 
and some one had struck him. He had 
been told that the man's name wns Kipp, 
but it might have been Brown. Some 
of the specials had been on the wharf, 
but he did not notice Mr. Lister there. 
The officers could have stopped it all if 
they huil tried. He did not know of 
any other cases of men being stopped 
from fishing, except one, when a boat 
with a white man and a Jap had fished 
with the tug Albion. There had been a 
little trouble then, but it did not amount 
to anything. There were at that time a 
few men fishing on the river, he had 
heard; hut he had no 'knowledge of any 
other acts of violence. Through one of 
the special police he had heard on the 
Sunday that the militia would be called 
out, and Kipp's boat had been seized 
Just to make a test case of what the 
sinkers could do. The latter had re- 
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had tried to keep the others from going 
fishing, too. 

The question of arbitration was sug- 
gested by Mr. Bremner. The union ac- 
cepted the idea, but the canners would 
not. He had not seen the Japanese 
procession, nor had he seen any of the 
specials drunk. He was quite sure that 
there had been no acts of intimidation 
or violence, although he had seen Kipp's 
case and heard of several others. He 
had heard of the man at the North Arm 
who kept back the patrol boat from 
hauling up his net with a gun. How- 
ever, he wanted to test whether the 
militia could be called out or not. He 
had gone out when Kipp had been fish- 
ing with several boats, each with eight 
or ten or a dozen men in, and they hai 1 
seized Kipp's boat. When Munro was 
there with the iiolice they thought that 
they would resort to force, too. Munro 
had no right to have his force. He was 
there trying to run matters. All 
through the strike, however, the men 
had been urged not to go beyond the law. 
There had been no rough treatment or 
violence done of any kind. Pulling up 
the nets or capturing the boats or push- 
ing the man off a box or striking him, 
or even an attack that had to be stood 
off with a gun — none of these were acts 
of violence. 

On the Attorney-General venturing a 
contrary opinion, Mr. Brown said: "Per- 
haps moral suasion is the better term." 

This closed the taking of the evidence, 
and the committee are endeavoring to 
prepare their report in time to be pre- 
sented on Monday next. 

EAST KOOTBXAY TO CHILI. 

Shipment From St. Eugene Mine to Gu- 
genheim's Smelter. 

From Rossland Miner. 

The shipment of 1,500 tons of lead ore 
eoucentrates from the St. Fmgene mine 
in Fast Kootenay to Gugenheim & Sons' 
•melter at Autofagasta 'in Chili, which 
has jnst been made, is an indication that 
before long other markets than that in 
the United States and our own market in 
Canada will be demanding the products 
of the British Columbia mines. That a 
smelter in South America should find it 
profitable to bring concentrates from 
such a distance and at such a price as the 
long transportation entails opens up a 
great future for our properties in the 
Slocan and Fast Kootenay. The depos- 
its in Fast Kootenay are so rich in lead 
that they are found to be exactly what 
are required for the fluxing of the dry 
ores of those southern countries. It is 
more than likely that with the proved 
success of this experiment on the part of 
Gugenheim & Sons the attention of other 
smelters in various mining regions where 
the ore is of the same dry nature as it is 
in Chili will be directed to this country, 
and instead of having to look for a mark- 
et, the demand will come from the out- 
side. There is little doubt that wiuli all 
tin; present indications British Columbia 
is on the eve of a period of immense ac- 
tivity. With Fast Kootenay, the Slocan, 
Rossland district, the Boundary and Sim- 
ilkameen, all possessing proved proper- 
ties, and with immense areas, all of 
which give promise of possessing greut 
richness, the future of this country js un- 
questionably bright. The amount' of cap- 
ital which has already been invested in 
the various districts and that which is 
now pouring in is an earnest of the value 
which is placed upon the eountrv by 
shrewd men of business after it has been 
examined by mining experts of approved 
ability, and we may expect before many 
years are over to see British Columbia 
recognized as among the bent, if not the 
very best, mining field in the world ror 
the investment of capital. It cannot he a 
great while before our production will be 
little if any less than that of tile great 
mines of South Africa, and with richer 
ore and better facilities for working it is 
probable that we will even eclipse the 
hand.

Will Do Much to Attract Visitors' 
Attention to Mining In- 
dustry. 



It may well bo said now that the sue 
cese of the Canadian Exhibition in Paris 
•is assured. The juries belonging to the 
different sections have begun their visits, 
with every visit Canada waa awarded 
prizes of which she may well be proud. 
These rewards do not consist of mere 
honorable mention or marks of approba- 
tion, they are gold medals, and in many 
cases Grand Prizes. 

It it* fortunate that our country has 
known, since to be known is to be appre- 
ciated, and the industries and products 
contained in the Canadian Pavilion have 
been a surprise to a great number of visi- 
tors. Most of the Europeans have very 
false ideas concerning our country 
productions and climate, and the many 
visitors entering oar pavilion every day 
are a proof of the new interest taken in 
this part of America. They come at tirst 
through curiosity and because of the sym- 
pathy existing between Canada and other 
countries, but having once entered, they 
are attracted by the variety, the choice 
and thebeuuty of the exhibits. The Paris 
exhibition will do much more towards 
making Canada known than all the visi- 
tors who have come to our country aud 
than all that has been written about it. 

Let us glance at the mining section as 
it is represented in our pavilion, where it 
occupies a prominent place. Mining be- 
ing one of the principal industries of our 
country, the government wished it to be 
represented in a manner worthy of its 
importance. The director of the geo- 
logical survey at Ottawa. Dr. G. M. Dn\y- 
sou, superintended the collection of speci- 
mens of the different mines extending 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific Coast, 
so that a good idea might be given of

After admiring the gold ores, the visi- 
tors' attention is most attracted by the 
asbestos b.' the Eastern Townships. 
Magnificent samples are shown represent- 
ing tile textlllty and silky nature of this 
mineral, which allows it to be woven into 
lire-proof garments, theatre curtains, etc 
Canada supplies SO per cent, of the as- 
bestos used in the world. 

.Mica lioids a prominent place among 
the industries of our country aud is well 
represented by numerous specimens 
from various mines, and especially from 
those situated in the Uatineau Valley. 
The important position taken by mica us 
an insulator iu electricty renders it most 
valuable. Cauadiau mica is considerd 
superior to any other in the world; all 
kinds of enquiry is made concerning it, 
and no doubt the companies of miea and 
asbestos to whom these enquirers are re- 
ferred, will, after the exhibition ends, 
sell their products to great advantage. 

Our ornamental murbles are grouped 
on shelves. The polished granites are 
also line exhibits. 

A glass containing a splendid collection 
of stones used in the making of jewelry 
should be noticed also. Amongst others 
muy be mentioned agates from Lake Su- 
perior and Nova Scotia, amethyst, soda- 
lito and asteriated quartz, which cut to 
a beautiful stone called moon-stone. We 
should also admire specimens ol lubrador- 
ite from Labrador, emitting splendid re- 
flections of a changing blue. 

As will be seen no efforts have been 
spared towards making the Canadian 
mining section at the exhibition a grand 
display. And the government may be 
congratulated on the very good choice 
made by selecting such persons us Dr.

On that fatal Sunday 
morning, Dewet, together with -It) other 
Free Staters, volunteered to ascend Ma- 
juba Hill, with what result the world 
knows. If his own sateiuents are cor- 
rect, he killed many rooineks that day. 
Amongst other relics of Unit day's fight, 
Dewet possesses a complete Highlander 
uniform, the owner of which he is said 
to have shot iu cold blood. The soldier 
made a wild leap from a small cliff, and 
becoming entangled in a tree, fell uneasy 
victim to the rifle of Dewet. It will be 
possible from these incidents to gain 
some insight into the character of a man 
who, deservedly or not, is becoming fam- 
ous for his generalship in the present 
war.

and second line. This means that if tho 
minister of war decide that he has only 
need of a certain number ut men with the 
colors, and the number of conscripts is in 
excess of that need, the surplus forms 
the second line, and those composing it 
serve one year instead of three. But as 
the population of France is stationary, 
and the needs of the army are growing, 
there never is any surplus, and conse- 
quently never any second line, except in 
theory. It may bo explained that those 
win, draw low numbers at the ballot are 
liable, if men are required in the marine 
infantry, to be sent into that force, and 
this may entail service in Madagascar 
or Tonkin, so a low number is considered 
a bad number by the conscript. The con- 
scripts have a good deal yet to go 
through, however, before they dually join 
the army. Some of I hem may perhaps 
be able to 'get off with a service of one 
year, if they are lucky enough to prove 
certain conditions, before what is called 
the council of revision. Thin council sits 
for the purpose of hearing claims for ex- 
emption from the full term of service. 
Thus, school teachers, who are willing to 
Volunteer for ten yearn' service in the 
state schools ure let off wilh one year's 
military service, as are medical and law 
students, and priests of all denominations. 
The only son of a widow, too, is exempt 
from the full term; also any lad upon 
whom a family depends for support, tho 
only son of a blind man, the son of par- 
ents who are incapacitated from earning 
their living, the eldest of orphans, the 
elder of twins, the brothers of a man 
killed or invalided owing to disease con- 
tracted or wounds received while active- 
ly engaged, and the eldest of seven child- 
ren. This last exemption is intended as 
a premium on large families. But all, 
unless declared medically unfit, have to 
serve one pear, and nil are liable to be 
culled upon in ease of war. 

If a lad be physically unlit at twenty 
he may be "put back"— that is to say, 
sent to his home fur the year, and told to 
present himself at the end of that time. 
In the case of medical and law students, 
however, it is to he noted (hat if at the 
age of twenty-five they have not qualifi- 
ed in their respective professions, they 
are compelled to complete their three 
years. 

Having served his three years, the con- 
script returns to his home, and is placed 
on what is called the "active reserve," 
where he remains for ten years. He then 
joins the "Territoria," where he remains 
for six- years, and finally the Territorial 
Reserve, where he remains for six more. 
He is then a free man. During his ten 
years of reserve the soldier has to do two 
periods of service of twenty-eight days 
each, and during his ten years in the 
"Territorial" one period of thirteen days. 
Once in the Territorial Reserve he is not 
compelled to leave his home at all, and 
only in ease of war can be called upon. 

In France the military authorities have 
a special method of dealing with young 
gentlemen who have come under the hand 
of (he law. A lad who lias been convict- 
ed of an offence entailing more than 
three months' imprisonment, instead of 
being sent into barracks with the ordin- 
ary conscripts, is packed off to the Afri- 
can battalions at Biribi. 

Biribi is a military station where dis- 
cipline and general conditions are excep- 
tionally severe, and here, under the Af- 
rican sun, the "joyeux," as these worth- 
ies are called, complete their service.

Once a year the National Guard has a 
picnic in the country. It is called "going 
into camp," but the only feature of camp 
life is the canvas under which the men 
sleep. The soldiers are boarded by con- 
tractors and do not even learn how to 
boil coffee. They are taught nothing that! 
would enable them lo make themselves 
comfortable iu an actual camp. Because 
the encampment is merely an excuse for 
the field aud staff to put themselves on 
public exhibition in uniform, everything 
practical is eliminated, and dress parades, 
reviews and the ceremonies of guard 
mounting constitute the daily round of 
duty. The men are compelled to wear in 
August clothing suitable for January as 
to weight anil warmth and totally unfit 
for actual service at any time. At Mt. 
Gretnii last week, when' the temperature 
was IIS degrees in the shade, and many 
degrees higher on the parade ground, the 
men stood fur hours in full uniform of 
heavy blue cloth for no purpose except 
vain show, and no less than eigthy-seven 
of one regiment dropped from bent ex- 
haustion. It is not only folly but cruelty 
to compel men to wear the militia uni- 
form in such weather. 

Reviews and dress parades do not make 
soldiers. They are of no more use than 
the feathers in a major-general's chap- 
eau. The time wasted in this childish 
mummery and goose-stepping should he 
employed iu teaching the men how to 
minimize the discomforts of the bivouac, 
how to make trenches and rifle pits and 
how to shoot. A week of skirmish drill 
aud firing at silhouette targets at un- 
known distances would do more to make 
soldiers of the National Guardsmen than 
ten years of marching past Major-Gener- 
al Miller behind a band and performing 
evolutions that no commander not a lun- 
atic would attempt to execute in the pre- 
sence of mi enemy. 

Rut the Major-General Millers of Ihe 
militia would not know a rifle pit from a 
railroad cut if they fell into it; they could 
not distinguish a skirmish drill from a 
football game, and if they heard the rat- 
tle of musketry on a firing line they 
would send their orderlies for their um- 
brellas. It is simply impossible to make 
the National Guard, in Pennsylvania or 
elsewhere, anything but tin-soldierv 
while us olllcers are tin-soldiers, holding 
their commissions am rewards for political 
services and returns for campaign con- 
tributions. 

Until the stale's military establishment 
is radically reorganized and put under 
the direct, control of men trained to com- 
mand and competent to (each the art of 
war us practiced in modern armies, it will 
remain as useless and ridiculous as the 
Uilnese corps described by Lord Beres- 
rord, which was armed partly with muz- 
zle-ioudiiig singula nine f,. ot i ong 
partly wilh bird cages and fans.

dium Colby that at the time he was so- 
journer on that spot nil the territory was 
a vast plain, and scarcely a tree grew 
from the Ohio to the Great Lakes. The 
members of his tribe were 11s numerous 
11s the grass blades beneath their feet, 
and they waged war successfully upon 
their neighbors, repeatedly conquering 
them, and roasting many in the great 
fires that swept, the vast prairie each 
year. Their chief at last ruled supreme 
over the tribes that inhabited the prair- 
ies, 

Then was borne to their chief the story 
of the coming of a tribe of mighty giants 
from the Fast, inhabiting the woodland?, 
preparing to make war upon him as he 
bad waged war against his neighbors. A 
pow-wow was called and the order was 
promulgated to erect mighty earthworks 
on the banks of the rivers and resist the 
red-faced giants bent upon their destruc- 
tion.

Fly any other standard— black for choice;

It is not only in South Africa, and by 
tatesmen who ought to know better, 
that the inarch of civilization is opposed 
and obstinacy pitted against progress. 
The elephant has many human qualities, 
and if the story that comes to us from 
Perak, one of the Straits Settlements, 
be well founded, occasionally shares witii 
politicians hardly less intelligent their 
prejudice against the spirit of the age. 
It appears that a big tusker, which had 
long been an object of pursuit to the 
sportsman of that remote district, wan- 
dered on the railway line and tried con- 
clusions with the engine of a goods 
train, charging it repeatedly, and keep- 
ing up the contest for nearly nn hour. 
The engine was reversed in the hope 
that the beast would quit the field and 
allow the train to proceed, but as soon 
as there was any attempt made to re- 
new the journey the elephant returned 
to tho encounter and resumed its ob- 
structive tactics. The driver was afraid 
to charge the brute lest tin; train should 
be thrown off the metals, and the con- 
test might have gone on much longer 
had not the elephant backed into the en- 
gine, and setting its fore feet firmly be- 
tween the rails, endeavored to shove 
the .train backward with its hindquar- 
ters. 

The driver took advantage of the op- 
portunity and put on steam, gradually 
forcing the beast off the line.

Tho fear of a general insurrection in 
Manila, which hns haunted us for about 
a month, is gradually disappearing. It 
was whispered that the insurrection was 
planned to take place precisely at the 
time when a new American civil com- 
mission, entrusted with the organization 
of the archipelago, should laud here. 

That commission, with Judge Taft at 
its head, has arrived and the bells of 
our numerous churches, which were to 
have announced a 6iinguinnry repetition 
of tho Sicilian Vespers, have ouly let their 
usual chimes be heard. 

If in order to establish peace in this 
archipelago, of which it stands in such 
need, it were only necessary to have a 
group of honorable lawyers and profes- 
sors, who had studied in books, but in 
books only, how a distant colony should 
be governed, then tho commissioners sent 
by Mr. McKiuley would have all the nec- 
essary qualities for the work; hut in a 
country furrowed from north to south 
by guerrillas and the raids of an in- 
furiated cavalry in pursuit of them, it 
is men who have been trained to the 
mechanism of a civil and colonial govern- 
ment who nre necessary and not learned 
professors and eminent lawyers. 

At what colonial school have the Unit- 
ed States received instruction in ite re- 
cent imperialism? At none, that we 
know of. Of course, n certain number 
of advocates without cases, doctors with- 
out practices and former functionaries of 
the Spanish monarchy will present them- 
selves to the new commission, with the 
purpose of obtaining some post, for this 
will be a condition sine qua non of their 
submission, but what confidence could 
any one have in men who have already, 
on two separate occasions, been deserters 
and who would do the snme a third time, 
ne soon as they considered that it was in 
their interest to bo turn-coats? 

The Americans are, however, in posses- 
sion, at least in appearance, of immense 
territoiics, which they cannot turn to liny 
profit, on account of the absence of a 
sufficient administrative body. The 
Tulisnnes, or bandits of this archipelago, 
who nt all times, nnd under all govern- 
ments, have lived outside the pale of tho 
law, enn henceforth pillage, the haciendas 
or isolated farms and carry off young 
girls without any fear of the gnrote or 
of banishment to the Spanish prisons at 
Balabac nnd Mindnnno. Never have thej 
been more numerous, their audacity- 
greater or their crimes less punished. 

In the presence of such nnnrchy, the 
new commissioners sent by Mr. McKinley 
will doubtless understand that in order 
to make a conquest of a country like 
this it is not enough to have bought it 
for hard ca6h from conquered Spain, and 
to have a powerful squadron, largo can- 
nons, nn army of paid volunteers and of 
learned lawyers. 

What has been the result of all the 
efforts thit have boeu made? Since the 
march of the American army, two years 
ago, from Malolcs. to the extreme point 
of the Island of Luzon, it hns been im- 
possible for this army to make the most 
elementary battalions of Filipinos lay 
down their arms, How have they manag-i 
ed to slip through the meshes of the net, - 
prepared by the long hand of the Ameri- 
can staff ofhee? Simply by their bravery 
nnd by the devotion of one of their im- 
provised generals, Gregorio del Pilar. 

Judge Taft, the eminent president of 
the third or fourth commission which has 
landed hero in the last two years, de- 
clares to those who wish to listen that 
in three months, which will be just at 
the end of the rainy season, he will be 
in a position to carry out the administra- 
tive organization of the whole archipela- 
go; and in the meantime, until he an- 
nounces -by what ingenious means he in- 
tends to achieve this result, he is leaving 
the army, which is at present wasting 
its time in its quarters, full liberty to 
loot tho unsubdued provinces and to over- 
come, if it can, the obstinacy of the de- 
termined spirits who kick against foreign 
dominion. 

It would have been more human and 
more in conformity with the doctrines of 
the Christ, to whom both the Filipinos 
and tho Americans belong, to have sus- 
pended hostilities until next November, 
the date nt which the presidential elec- 
tion will decide for either the triumph or 
the defeat of imperialism in tho United 
States. 

It is probable that the optimism of Mr. 
Taft aud his learned colleagues lays too 
great weight on the submission of about 
a hundred Filipinos, who at Manila call 
themselves autonomists. They admit 
that they are subjects of the United 
States, and they are willing to be govern- 
ed by an American general and to have 
the Stars nnd St.'ipes as their national 
flag. 

Now, this party, which is nutonomist 
in its own peculiar way, is merely com- 
posed of these deserters of which I spoke 
above, people who are entirely devoid of 
consistency or moral value. It is only 
by their clamorous application for em- 
ployment under the new administration

Alexander, having been snatched off 
hv the Prussian police, was returned to 
King Milan. That devoted parent had 
another little surprise in store. He 
chose the birthday of the kingdom In 
the following March. The event had 
been dnlv celebrated at the cathedral. 
Midnight found the ministers and rep- 
resentatives fioiii f reign courts sath- 
<>red together in the palace to congratu- 
late the sovereign. 

Milan had not attended the service. 
TIo electrified the assemblage by the 
-curt announcement that 'he proposed L'i 
resign. He was excited: his voice was 
feverish. He did not stop to explain, 
but plumped down on bis knees before 
his son.

She once 
belnnsed to Queen Natalie's household, 
and the ministers declare that she is un- 
worthy to sit upon the throne. As the 
religious ceremony of betrothal took 
place last Wednesday the king cannot 
change his mind. Ex-King Milan has 
sent several comminntory telegrams. AH 
Servia opposes the marriage, so much 
so indeed thnt the bribe's house in Bel- 
grade has to be guarded night and day. 
Meanwhile she and the king are quite 
happy driving about the capital in an 
open carriage. ... 

Truly, it is not good to be n king in 
Servia' The mother who bore this one, 
and loved him. visited Belgrade a few 
weeks after his accession. She lived a 
month within speaking distance of Al- 
exander's palace before the regents suf- 
fered him to see her. no came jit last, 
one cheerless afternoon, to invite her 
warmly to go away, "for dynastic rea- 
sons"' She went and returned. . For a 
third time in her live this Bessarabia i:

A Burgher's 

Opinion of 



He Admits That the Boers Rule 
Was Intolerable to 
Outlanders 



From Minneapolis Times. 

"The South African republic is as 
much responsible for the war which has 
proved so disastrous to it as wins Great 
Britain." This statement was made by 
Mr. Leibuiuu, a burgher from Pretoria, 
Transvaal, to a Times representative. 
Mr. Leibmau is an extensive dealer m 
wheat and produce in Pretoria, and lias 
come to Minneapolis for the purpose oi 
examining the Hour mills of this city. 
He is a Hollander by birth, but lias lived 
in the Transvaal for a number of years. 
Mr. Leibnian said: 

"I am a subject of the Transvaal, and 
I have the fate of my unhappy country 
at heart as much us any man in the 
iuud, but 1 do believe that the repub- 
lic is as much to blame for the war as 
the British government. Ever since 
1881 the people have felt that they were 
invincible. They said: 'If we could 
defeat the English at Majttba Hill with 
so little difficulty, how much easier will 
it be to-day, when we have so many 
more men and so much belter arms and 
ammunition?' Acting on this spirit, 
they ruled all the foreigners who came 
within the border of the Transvaal with 
a hand of iron. 

"Now, I will give you an illustration 
of what I mean. There was an English- 
man residing in Pretoria, named .Trim 
Edgar, who committed some petty crime 
against the law. An officer was sent to 
arrest him, and, with little or no provo- 
cation, he shot Edgar dead. It was 
some time before the officer was taken 
into custody for this crime, but he was 
finally arrested and tried for mans- 
laughter in the second degree. It is 
needless to say that he was acquitted. 
The Englishmen in Pretoria protested so 
strongly against this action that the of- 
ficer was once more imprisoned, this time 
to be tried for murder. Everyone knew 
from the start what: the verdict would 
be, and even the Englishmen displayed 
no surprise when he was again acquit- 
ted. Now, this is only one of many 
cases. The otllcials were continually 
displaying their power by such acts, and 
the far-seeing ones among us felt sure 
that war could not he averted, but no 
one thought thnt it would come so soon 
as was the case. 

"After Majuba Hill, the Transvaal 
was granted suzerainty, and the truth 
of the matter is that they abused this 
power. I hate to admit it, for I am a 
burgher, but it is only justice to ac- 
knowledge that it is so. The republic 
was an ideal place for a burgher to live, 
there is no denying that. Before _ the 
war everyone kept open house. When 
a burgher called on a burgher there wan 
no knocking at the door or ceremony of 
any kind. The visitor simply went into 
the house, and if the family happened 
to be out, he sat down and made him- 
self entirely at home until the owner 
returned. 

"Much the same state of affairs exist- 
ed in the political life of the republic. If 
a man wanted a position under tin' gov- 
ernment all he had to do was to ask 
for it and the office was his. unless, of 
course, his demands were beyond rea- 
son. If he found that the berth did not 
suit him. he asked for, and finally re- 
ceived, another more to his taste. 

"All this is over now for good, but I 
believe that in the course of time the 
people of the Transvaal will be perfectly 
content to be under the British rule. 
At any rate, they will never go to war 
again, for the last year his been a ter- 
rible one to them. I believe that fully 
5 per cent, of the inhabitants of 1 re- 
toria have been ruined— completely and 
irrevocably ruined— by this awful war. 

"There is not the slightest truth in the 
reports that thousands of the inhabi- 
tants of the Transvaal will emigrate to 
this country. No one who is at all fa- 
miliar with the characteristics of the 
race will plate the slightest credence in 
such stories. Wo love our country, and 
will live in it, regardless of our rulers, 
until the end of time. South Africa is 
a lovely land, and not the dreary waste 
that the English have represented it. 
It is a land of plenty, a land where 
every man owns his own home, and at 
least a few head of cattle. Then, again, 
the burghers could not exist in this coun- 
try, even the short time that I have been 
here has taught me that. If you ask a 
large farmer in South Africa how ninny 
head of sheep or cattle he has, he will 
commence to count on his fingers, and 
say: 'I have 2,000 in this pasture and 
may be the snme number in that — oh, I 
don't know how ninny I have. 1 cr- 
imps 10,000 head.' Now. I nsk an 
American farmer the same question, 
and he will go to his books and be able

Pill- 
ing I ho winter, they stnte, a complete 
shipment or mining ami smelting machin- 
ery, on a very large scale, will he sent to 
Edmonton to be freighted out to the 
Athabasca binding before the snow goer!, 
where it will await the opening of navi- 
gation for reshipmenl north to the hike. 
Messrs. Swiggart and Smith are very 
enthusiastic over their claims which, 
they state, are the richest copper pros- 
pects in the world. The copper assays

owing to the fact that it fluxes itself. 
The company V intention is to start work 
first on the development of the copper 
claims, that metal at the present time 
being in great demand.

How They Were Proudly Styled 
the Royal College of 
Surgeons. 



Famous Institution That Has 
This Year Reached Cen- 
tury Mark- 



From London Times. 

This year marks the- .completion of a 
century since the Royal College of Sur- 
geons received its Itoyal eluirer of incor- 
poration from George III.; and the cen- 
tenary of that event, which, to be precise, 
happened on March 22, 1800, is to be cel- 
ebrated this week. But, though the pre- 
sent corpora tion can only claim a life- 
time of 100 years, it can count its descent 
in a direct line back to a much more re-, 
mote antiquity, for a Guild of Surgeons, 
whether technically incorporated or uot, 
.seems to have been in existence in Lon- 
don more than six centuries ago, and to 
have existed ever since in some form or 
another. In 1308 mention occurs of the 
surgeons of a distinct body; and the 
license, without which they could not. 
apparently, practice in the city of Lon- 
don eujoins upon them, 
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ithor science and art, and such indi 
appears to have been the case until Inno- 
cent III. forbade priests to perforin sur- 
gical operations, on the ground that the 
church "abhorret a sanguine." But the 
prohibition was not sufficient to make 
them give ii]) all attempt to control sur- 1 ferabh 
glen I practice, and when they were shut 
off from employing direct methods they 
had recourse to indirect ones. They be- 
gan to "push" the barbers— a class of men 
of whose services they had, of course, 
constant need, and who were in the habit 
of performing minor surgical operations— 
and gradually erected them into a fellow- 
ship of barber-surgeons, a Barbers' Guild 
being referred to so early as VMS in the 
records of the city of London. As may 
easily lie imagined, the cry of unqualified 
practitioners soon made itself heard, and 
various regulations were asked for to pre- 
vent unskilled persons from practising 
the art both by the surgeons and by the 
better sort of barber-surgeons, who evi- 
dently became differentiated from the 
others who were barbers pure and sim- 
ple. 

Among the most important events in 
the history of this Guild of Surgeons 

. were its combination with the physicians 
and the incorporation, .about 1433, of the 
two into one distinct body to control all 
persons engaged in the practice of medi- 
cine and surgery. This commonalty of 
physicians and surgeons drew up elabor- 
ate regulations for the guidance of its 
members in the exercise of their profes- 
sion,, and Bought to improve the standard 
of their knowledge by requiring them to 
pass examinations before they could be 
admitted to practise; but it cannot have 
been a great success, for in a few years 
nil traces of it disappear, and the prev- 
ious chaotic state of affairs is re-estab- 
lished. About l-12:.l the Guild of Surgeons 
is heard of as a separate body making 

. stringent professional regulations for its 
members, while in 1401 the Barbers' 
Company obtained a royal charter, in 
which various rights and privileges con- 
cerning the mystery or craft of surgery 
were confirmed to it, without any men- 
tion of the Guild of Surgeons. But the 
latter was far from extinct. In 1402 it 
obtained a grant of arms, the original of 
which is still in the Barbers' hall, and in 
1511 it was concerned in getting an act 
passed which restricted any one from 
practising in the city of London or within 
seven miles of it unless examined and ap- 
proved by the Bishop of Loudon, or the 
Dean of St. Paul's, assisted by profes- 
sional assessors. But the surgeons got 
little thanks for their pains; they were 
accused of "minding only their own 
lucres" and of vexing "divers honest per- 
sons, as well men as women, whom God 
hath endued with that knowledge of the 
nature, kind, and operation of certain 
herbs, roots, and waters," and in the end 
the statute was so modified as to be prac- 
tically, abrogated. In 1340 the surgeons 
and the barbers were united into one 
company, both, as the act says, exercis- 
ing surgery, but the latter incorporated, 
the former not. The privileges granted 
to the barbers by their charter were con- 
firmed and others were added e.g., they 
were allowed to take the "Bodyes of 
ffoure condemned persons yerely for An- 
atomies," while it was enacted that "no 
manner of person within the city of Lon- 
don, suburbs, and ono mile therefrom 
using barbery shall occupy any surgery, 
letting of blood, or any other thing be- 
longing to surgery, except drawing of 
teeth, nor any practising of surgery shall 
use any shaving." This shows clearly 
that, though the company was a union of 
the two bodies, the two professions were 
not merged together. At the same time, 
constant efforts were evidently needed to 
keep them distinct, and the surgeon part 
of the company was often troubled by 
attempts on the part Of the barbers to 
usurp its functions. But the arrange- 
ment subsisted for over 200 years, in 
spite of monetary embarrassments, dilli- 
eultiee in coping with quackery, and dis- 
putes with the physicians, who objected 
to the surgeons giving internal medicines 
and declined to consult with them. In 
time, however, it began to be felt that 
the "union of the surgeons with the per- 
sons altogether ignorant of the science or 
faculty of surgery (as the barbers are!" 
was not an advantage, and in 10S4 a 
petition was presented for the dissolution 
of the company This was unsuccessful, 
and it was not till 1745 that a hill to 
make the barbers of London and all sur- 
geons of London separate and distinct 
corporations was agreed to by parliament 
and received the royal nssent. 

The proper style of the new corpora- 
tion was the "Masters. Governors, and 
Commonalty of the Art and Science of 
Surgery." It consisted of wardens, and 
ten were examiners. The masters and 
wardens were elected annually, hut the 
assistants were appointed for life from 
the freemen. One of the first acts of the 
company, which was not able to take any- 
thing from the Barber-surgeons in the 
way of ball, books, or plate, was to lease 
a piece of ground in the Old Bailey — con- 
veniently contiguous to Newgate — and 
erect a lecture theatre thereon. This was 
was first used in 1751, the meetings of 
the court of assistants being meanwhile 
held in the hall of the Stationers' Com- 
pany. The company started in favorable 
circumstances; its fees were lower than 
was possible in the old company, and its 
members were relieved from the onerous 



and expensive civic offices which former- 
ly were liable to ser.ve. But for till that 
it did not prosper very greatly, the cause 
being to a large extent mismanagement. 
At first its available funds were scanty, 
and in 1781) it was nearly insolvent. A 
new oler'x, who was engaged at this time, 
effected a great change in this respect; 
but as the finances improved new meth- 
ods of spending the money were discover- 
ed— e.g., assistants attending punctually 
at the meetings of the court? were reward- 
ed with half a crown, later with half a 
guinea, while meetings of the courts, in 
some years held almost once a fortnight, 
were supplemented with expensive din- 
ners at the sole cost of the company. Yet, 
while this sort of thing was going on the 
lecture theatre was without lectures, and 
the library without books. In 1790, the 
buildings were found to be very much out 
of repair, and it was suggested that rath- 
er than spend money on them it would 
be better to sell the lease of the land on 
which they stood and purchase freehold 
ground elsewhere on which to erect new 
premise^ Accordingly bids were invited, 
but at Die very meeting at which it was 
announced 'not one of them reached the 
amount fixed on, the company, by a final 
act of mismanagement, succeeded in de- 
stroying itself. Ou July 7, 1700, a court, 
not constituted according to the act, as- 
sembled and transacted business, the re- 
sult being to determine the corporation's 
legal existence. Attempts were made to 
legalize the irregularity by a new net, 
which also conferred new powers, but 
they were defeated by the opposition of 
UOffeons who were in practice without 
holding the diploma of the company. In 
the meantime the property in the Old 
Bailey was sold and a freehold bouse in 
Lincoln's-inn-tields— on the site of which 
stands part of the present Itoyal College 
— was purchased. Hut. as the result of 
the rejection .if its bill, the company 
foil mi itself very awkwardly situated, for 
it.-, business was at a standstill, it could 
bold mi examinations, and many of its 
members declined i" pay their dues. Ulti- 
mately a compromise was effected be- 
tweeu the court el' assistants anil the op- 
ponents el' the hill, anil it was agreed 
that a new school should be sought con- 
verting the old company into a college. 
All practitioners in Iingluud and Wales 
were to be subject to its examinations, 
lectures on anatomy were to be given 
a more extended scale, and a library a 
museum were to lie formed. After tin 
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In this way was constituted the 
"Itoyal College of Surgeons in London," 
for the promotion of the study and prac- 
tice of the aft and science of surgery. The 
number of members in 1800 wins about 
2.'10, all those who belonged to the old 
company having the right to become 
members, though subsequent candidates 
for membership lind to pass a prescribed 
examination. The court of examiners, 
whose members held office for life, hod 
also to inspect their instruments. This 
goons, their assistants and mates, and 
asn to inspect their Instruments. This 
constitution remained practically unalter- 
ed till 1843, the changes introduced by 
the supplementary charter of 1822 being 
merely the substitution of the titles of 
president and vice-presidents for the old 
oncis of master and governors, and the 
permission to the college to hold land and 
rents in mortmain to the annual value of 
£2,000 instead of £1,000. It wrw not. 
however, completely satisfactory to the 
general body of members, and it was felt 
to be somewhat ton narrow and oligarchi- 
cal in character. The governing body, 
though it had very great authority in the 
affairs of the college, was small and self- 
elected, and its members held their posi- 
tion for life; it was composed nf sur- 
geons connected with the metropolitan 
hospitals and teachers in private and 
provincial schools did not think they en- 
joyed all the privileges to which they 
were fairly entitled. But, though a par- 
liamentary committee investigated the 
matter in 1834, nothing was done till 
1843, when a new charter established a 
more democratic form of government. 
The title was altered to the Itoyal Col- 
lege of Surgeons of England, and a new- 
class bf "Fellows" was created. The 
council, which was to be selected from 
among these, was increased to 24, and 
the three senior members were to retire 
every year, though they were eligible for 
re-election. No "Fellow" practising 
pharmacy or midwifery could he on the 
council. The constitution of the court of 
examiners was also altered; its members 
were to be selected from the general body 
of Fellows and not exclusively, us form- 
erly, from the council, while the olllce 
was to be held not for life, but at the 
pleasure of the council. The charter or- 
dained that between 250 and .'100 mem- 
bers should be selected to be Fellows 
within three months, and it gave the 
council further powers tu appoint a num- 
ber of other members to be Fellows with- 
in the succeeding nine mouths. The first 
Fellows, of whom three still survive, 
were appointed oa December 11, lS-4ii, 
mainly trom the surgeons and lecturers 
at metropolitan ami provincial hospitals, 
while in August, 1S44, a further hatch of 
-\2 were selected, including a number of 
representatives of the naval, military, 
and Indian forces. Of these also three 
survive. All subsequent Fellows were 
admitted only after examinations. Sonic 
slight modification uf these arrangements 
was brought about by the charter id 
1832, which gave the council power tc. 
elect members of fifteen yearn' standing 
to the Fellowship without examination, 
provided they had obtained their diplo- 
mas of membership before 1843; also to 
elect two Fellows annually who were 
members of over twenty years' standing 
without restriction as to the date of then- 
diplomas. A supplementary charter in 
l.Vilt regulated the appointment uf ex- 
aminers in dental surgery, and a freed) 
one in 1SSS increased the annual value of 
the land that might be held by Lhe col- 
lege to £20,001). The final modification 
in the constitution took place this year, 
when the council was empowered to elect 
honorary Fellows to a number not ex- 
ceeding 50. The first of these is the 
I'riuce of Wales. 

Finally, reference must be made to the 
college's important share in examining 
and licensing physicians and surgeons to 
practice This portion of Its functions is 
carried on jointly with the Itoyal College 
of Physicians— a return to an arrange- 
ment. -1U0 years old— the examinations be- 
ing mostly held in the examination hall 
built on the Thames embankment in 1S8G 
at tile joint expense of the two bodies. 
Here not only is medical knowledge test- 
ed but its sum is increased, for the bull 
includes extensive laboratories for orig- 
inal research, where materials are sup- 
plied at the expense of the colleges to any 
of their fellows or members who obtain 
permission to work in them. In addition 
serum is prepared for the hospi- 
tals of the Metropolitan Asylum 
board and for various general and child- 
ren's hospitals, the cost of the latter sup- 
cily, being defrayed by a grant from the 
Goldsmith's Company, . 1

STERN JUSTICE METED OUT. 

A Police Justice's Sentence of Himself 
to Severe Punishment for His 
Dereliction.

Out on "the coast," in a town which 
had all the boom possibilities of becoming 
a metropolis or relapsing into a goose 
pasture, the city police court was once 
employed as an agency for the reform of 
a drunkard.

This was the case in a very bright 
young lawyer, intelligent, intellectual In 
many ways, an excellent companion, but 
despite all these good qualities throwing 
himself awjty on drink. Some of his 
friends in polities exacted a promise of 
reform if they could secure his election 
as police judge. That became known 
through the town, and when election 
came he not only ran ahead of his ticket 
but he came very near to polling the 
whole vote of the city. It became the 
proper thing to vote the drunkard into 
olllce; to the ordinary voter it seemed 
that he must be acquiring some of the 
beatitudes of the W. C. T. II. by using; 
his vote to snatch this brand from thej 
burning. 

This popular judge played fair and 
square with his friends. Hp did not 
tempt any so-called cure, 
drinking and he stayed stopped. Nobody 
claimed that it was an easy thing for him 
to do, but he did it all right. At first he 
used tu sneak away and have bis light 
mil by himself. Bui as be gained control 
over his appetite and came out of these 
In nits with a shorter term of the shakes 
he -non found encouragement in being 
with people when he felt that he had a 
good thirst, on. Never for a moment did 
he drop his old crowd; he trained with 
them just us regularly as before; he play- 
ed poker with them in the back rooms of 
the same saloons; the only difference was 
that when there was a round of drinks 
he took a cigar or a Napa soda. 

For the better part of a year the judge 
lived up to his agreement; the city never 
had a better police judge; his decisions 
were satiofactorv and his law was sound. 
The success of this experiment in reform- 
ation became famous all up and down 
the coast and became one of the sources 
of municipal pride. Then all of a sudden 
the judge fell from grace. Tor three or 
four iluvs be was lost to sight in his own 
city, but word came over from a neighbor 
in u town that he was there 011 a howling 
spree When he got to the point where 
the atmosphere was tilled with bluebot- 
tles living and the ground was covered 
with auimnted corkscrews, he decided it 
was time to return home and exhibit Him- 
self to his fellow citizens as a degraded 
brute and disgusting spectacle. When 
he pol off the cars the; police went around 
on tiptoe «o as to avoid having to see 
him. All thev wanted was to have linn 
slide in unnoticed, as it were, and get 
home and into bed. But that: did not 
Miit the judge's way of thinking. He 
was engaged in no sneak. He had a jag 
and lie wanted to exhibit its magnificent 
proportions where everybody knew him. 
Before long he was making such a nuis- 
ance uf himself that the police could not 
overlook it, and after vain attempts to 
get him quietly out of the way. a police- 
man gathered him in and put the charge 
of "D. and D." against his name on the 
station house blotter. The sergeant, how- 
ever, erased the name and put in place 
that habitual criminal, John Doe. After 
the city physician had paid a visit to the 
magistrate 'in the tanks and had admin- 
istered the proper drug treatment, the 
judge was bailed by the deposit of ?(> of 
the cash which had been taken from him 
wh°n searched. Then the city physician 
took him away to his own hospital. 

A night of * medicine, baths and sleep 
knocked out the demon rum 111 the judge, 
lie was shaky all over; his throat was 
like a fur cape; it was only by constant 
effort that he could keep his eyes from 
crossing. Hut he was sober and with 
sobriety came repentance. He would go 
to court and take his place, and he would 
not bo denied. 

He surprised the police and the prison- 
ers by the mildness of his sentences, and 
particularly was this the case with the 
drunk calendar. The first offences were 
dismissed at once, even the habituate got 
no more than a sentence suspended, for 
the judge was heard to say "poor devils, 
thev have got a good excuse." At last 
the' docket was all but cleared, there was 
nothing left on it but the case of Johni 
Doe, drunk and disorderly, on six-dollar] 
bail. These were the items which the 
clerk read out and did not even take the 
trouble to look up to see if there should, 
be auy reply to the summons. The bailiff 
went to the outer door and called accord- 
ing to the centuries old custom of the 
courts "John Doe, John Doe, John Doe, 
come into court, come into court, come in-j 
to court." „ I 

"There is no answer, your Honor, re- 
ported the bailiff. 

"There is no answer," said the judge. 1 
"Mr. Bailiff, if you were to see this John 
Doe, would you know him?" I 
"No, your Honor, I should not," was 
the sturdy reply of the officer. 
"And you, Mr. Clerk V" 
"No, vour Honor, not 1. There being 
no appearance the bail should be forfeit- 
ed and the case closed." 

"Gentlemen," continued the young 
judge, "1 appreciate the spirit which 
has governed your replies, but you should 
remember that you are sworn officers of 
justice and that is a higher claim upon 
you than tho mere desire to bide the 
'faults of a friend. But before forfeiting 
this bail or taking any other steps in this 
case I wish to say that the John Doe of 
this case has come into court and is now 
prepared for sentence, having pleaded 
guilty, for 1 am he. It is a hard position 
for me to lie placed in. As a misdemean- 
ant my position is there in that dock. My 
duty to the community must be discharg- 
ed from this bench. In my private capa- 
city I must bear my shame and its dis- 
grace alone; in my judicial capacity. I can 
have but one thought, and that is to pre- 
serve tho dignity of the court. The sen- 
tence, therefore, of this court is that lie 
defendant pleading guilty as charged and 
entering no prayer for clemency shall 
be fined $100 or in default of payment 
be imprisoned in the city prison for 100 
days."

Prof. Jas. W. Robertson, commissioner 
of agriculture and dairying, will shortly 
visit Victoria to make arrangements for 
establishing manual training in connec- 
tion with the public schools. By the gift 
of Sir Win. C. Macdonald, a school of 
manual training is to be established in 
each province of the Dominion. There 
exists a difference of opinion whether 
these schools will prove a benefit to me- 
chanics or' not, many of whom contend 
that while technical education is desir- 
able manual training is not. The objec- 
tions arc chiefly based on the assumption 

thatsucbtraining will tend to glut the 
labor market in special lines with botch 
mechanics— principally the wood-working 
trades; they also refute the contention 
that manual training will aid a boy eith- 
er to become n better mechanic or help 
him to discover the calling he is best 
adapted for. They claim the system 
would have to be immensely extended, 
and even then a boy would become an 
old man before he discovered the business 
he was best suited to follow. 



. f- * * » 

When it became known that such n 
school was to he established in British 
Columbia the Victoria Trades Council 
appointed a committee to look into man- 
ual truining. Their report is, indeed, an 
unbiased one and although it was laid up- 
on the table the committee was highly 
complimented upon the thoroughness of 
their work by the council. The follow- 
ing are extracts: 

"It would appear," says the report, 
"that different courses and subjects are 
taught, according to the industrial line of 
manufactories carried on in districts 
where such schools have been establish- 
ed. * * at present there are 4.200 
schools spread over England, in which 
drawing alone is taught; in other schools, 
however, wood-work, work in brass, iron 
and leather is taught." 

" 'We quote in cxtenso from Supt. Cop- 
perthwnite of Vancouver': 

" 'Schools of manual training or in- 
dustrial schools, continued Superintend- 
ent Cowperthwaite, are variously describ- 
ed. The term had been applied to the so- 
called 'ragged .schools' of u generation 
ago in England where nightly hundreds 
of waifs were fathered and where in ad- 
option to the rudiments of literary educa- 
tion the mechanical arts were taught. 
Sometimes the name was given to ele- 
mentary schools where for part of the 
day instruction was given in agricultural 
or other industry, and the domestic arts 
were taught to girls. Such schools were 
no longer experimental — millions had 
been spent on them and the 'ragged 
schools' had by process of evolution be- 
come institutions with the best of equip- 
ment where pupils were proud to be en- 
rolled. 

" 'In 1S81 a royal commission was ap- 
pointed to inquire into the question and 
it was found that Great Britain was los- 
intr trade through not having as good 
technical schools as France, Germany 
and the United States. *• 

"After schools were established in Eng- 
land, costing $0,000,000. France's exports 
immediately commenced to decline us re- 
ported: 

" 'From 1847 to 18.V.. 3o per cent. 
French exportation* were of art industry, 
but from 1856 to 1S08 they amounted on- 
ly to 1U per cent. During the tirst period 
France was about 10 per cent, ahead of 
Great Britain, but during the second per 
iod the export of British products it 
which art was required exceeded in value 
those of France by 505,000.000 francs." 

"Here is what another writer says < 
the advantages of manual training: 

"It aids in physical culture. The phy- 
sical exercise in connection with the work 
is strengthening to the muscles. It it 
one of the most pleasant tonics for th. 
nervous system of both children and ad 
nits. It is a great aid to discipline. Child 
Ten both at home and at school are often 
restless and irritable, because they hav 
not sufficient opportunities for intere"?'.'"' 
productive occupation. They need occu- 
pation to relieve them intellectually and 
to provide a satisfactory application of 
their physical energy." 

"Speaking from a moral standpoint Mr. 
A. Tomlinson says: 

"Manual training has many moral nil 
vantages; it encourages the virtues of 
neatness, accuracy, diligence, persever- 
ance, order, dofiniteness and thrift. It is 
a direct moral force. Swedish statistic- 
ians claim that since the introduction of 
Slo.vd in the schools of Sweden the peo- 
ple are more thrifty and less drunken. It 
increases the respect of men and women 
for their own powers. Self-reliance is <i 
duty. It makes men more truly practical 
more operative, more executive." 

"While the jutroducton of manual train 
Sne into schools should rest on its educn 
tionnl instead of economic value, it is 
well to recognize the fact that it has 
many economic and social advantages 
It increases Tespect for honest labor, 
Trade schools make men slaves to a sin- 
gle trade; manual training should quali 
fy head and hands for greater freedom in 
meeting new conditions. Manual train- 
ing must become un element in nil the 
school training of young children, in or- 
der that they may be fitly prepared for 
full development in the later stages of 
their evolution. It should be introduced 
into all schools, not to fit men and wo- 
men for making a living, but to qualify 
them for higher living; not to tench 
trades; but to givp more power; not' to 



creative activity; not to make things, but 
to make better men and women." 

Just another opinion, that of James L. 
Hughes, school inspector of Toronto, an 
authority on the subject: 

"Manual training begets executive 
power, and thus the pupil gains know- 
ledge; it changes him from a destructive 
to a constructive being, and it discovers 
where the pupil's greatest powers lies, 
thus enabling him to do bis best work, 
for no one does his best work unless he is 
doing that which he has the greatest 
natural gift for. It would develope every 
side of a child's character, making it 
symmerical and complete." 

» * * 

To condense what advocates of manual 
training claim we think the following 
seven sentences includes all: 

"It broadens and varies school work. 

"It aids in the development of the pow- 
ers of concentration. 

"It trains the observant powers. 

"It makes pupils constructive, instead 
of destructive. 

"It makes children happy. 

"It develops habits of accuracy, defln- 
iteness and exactness. 

"It develops self-expression. 

* • • 

The concluding portion of the report is 
couched in language which shows the 
committee were in doubt whether to sny 
manual training could be applied to the 
advantage of mechanics in this province 
or no. 

Leaving aside the two phases— indus- 
trial training, and trades school training, 
there appears to be some difference of 
opinion as to what constitutes manual 
training and what is meant by technical 
training. 

Technical training would— judging from 
the definition of the words— mean the 
teaching of the technics or things pecu- 
liar to the arts and trades. 

Manual training must mean training 
the hand. 

Now, technical training as applied to 
the only school in Canada, has been 
strongly commended by organized labor: 
in fact, we believe the Trades and Labor 
Council of Toronto is represented on the 
school board. To state briefly the scope 
f technical training as applied and advo- 
cated in Canada we quote in part the 
first section of the report of the confer- 
ence of boards of trade held In Toronto 
in June last, on technical training: 

'That technical education in order to 
be thoroughly successful should be a part 
of the foundation of our general educa- 
tional system, and elementary technology 
should be as speedily introduced, etc." 

Elementary technology undoubtedly 
means the teaching of the first principles, 
or rules of the arts and trades. To this 
no objection has been raised. But objec- 
tion has been taken to manual training, 
on the ground that manual training goes 
much further. 

It has been contended, whether rightly 
or wrongly, that by manual training our 
public schools would be turned into trade 
schools, that boys, besides receiving a lit- 
erary education would receive a mechani- 
cal training — and a poor one at that; and 
that upon leaving school they would be 
turned on an already well supplied labor 
market to compete with mechanics who 
have learned their trades in the proper 
place, (he oilier, factory and shops. Thus 
it would follow that wages must neces- 
sarily decline. 

In support of the contention that tech- 
nical education should not pass beyond 
the elementary stage Mr, Cowperthwaite 
in a recent report to the Vancouver school 
board said: 

"The scope of the technical education 
required for each of tin 1 thousand and 
one occupations of the day, is, according 
to the British view, limited by the ac- 
cepted conclusion that the best place to 
loflvn the practise of a trade or business 
is the workshop or office, as the case may 
he, 

What we really want to know is what 
cope manual training will have. 

Will manual training fit men and wo- 
men for making a living or will it only 
qualify them for making a higher living. 

Will it teach trades or only point out to 
the pupils the trades they are likely to 
prove most successfull at? 

In conclusion,— your committee have no 
recommendations to make— we have been 
unable to ascertain the scope the propos- 
ed manual training school will take. 
» . • • 

It looks as if the labor agitator will 
lose his job in this province. The politi- 
cians are forestalling his dearest hopes 
and going him one better. If the latter 
people are only in earnest More's im- 
aginary island of Utopia will shortly be- 
come a reality, except in name, which 
will needs be changed to British Colum- 
bia. 

• m • 

If all the labor bills introduced in the 
legislature during the present session be- 
come law, New Zealand may be expected 
to take off her hat to British Columbia 
and hand over that great immigration 
drawing-card: "The Workingniau's I'ar- 
adise." 

* * * 

From a workingman's point of view 
there appears no good reason why these 
measures should not pass. But if there 
is one workingman unsophisticated 
enough to entertain a remote hope that 
they will pass — to use a street phrase; 
"He's easy!" Nevertheless, it would be 
madly wrong to question the motives of 
the promoters of this glistening legisla- 
tion: if it becomes law, the workers are 
so much better off; if it don't they are no 
worse off. At all events it has aroused a 
tickling sensation, whether meant for 
that purpose or not, makes little dlffer- 
enc, for tickling sensations arouse feeling 
- sometimes exasperating ones, 
« * • 

The most successful labor bodies em- 
ploy no walking delegates; and one by 
one the weaker unions are beginning to 
realize that perhaps they also can get 
along without the "troubler." The New 
York Building Trades Council is the 
latest body to dispense with the services 
of the walking delegate, after employin; 
him for fifteen years. During that pel 
iod 1,000 strikes have occurred, 75 per 
cent, of which are attributed to the ac 
tivity of the walking delegate. There are 
40,000 workmen in the council. 

« * * 

What will be followed up with interest 
by advocates of day-labor is the building 
of two scboolhouses in Vancouver — one 
by contract and the other by day-labor. 
Lord Itoberts school will be built for 
?12.870 by Campbell Bros; while Admir- 
al Seymour school will he constructed' by 
day-labor. As a test, whether Seymour 
school will be built more economically by 
day-labor than by contract the lowest 
tender is given— $18,(>00. Robert Chip 
chase, u former president of Victoria 
Trades and Labor Council, will act 
building inspector.

The Supreme court of Massachusetts 
has declared the Factories Act of that 
state is unconstitutional. For eight years 
the workers have fought the enforcement 
of this act which prohibits women and 
children from working in factories for 
more than 58 hours in one week. The 
unions hnvo spent thousands of dollars to 
uphold the laws, but at last "vested in- 
terests'' have downed them. 

* * * 

Bioxide of sodium is found to possess 
the properties of oxygen in air that had 
been breathed and in absorbing carbolic 
acid gas given off. With an apparatus 
miners will be enabled to generate into 
poisonous gases and foul air without fear 
of asphyxiation. The discovery was made 
by the French Academy of Science. 
» » * 

When William Searle, a florist, was 
summoned before the Bromley I Kent I 
bench for having travelled on a tramear 
on a workman's ticket, the court was 
asked to decide' what constituted a 
"workman." Searle's claim that he was a 
workingman, ns he frequently did gar- 
dening, was disregarded by the court, 
which held that a genuine workman was 
one who solely depends upon his wage- 
earnings for a" livelihood. 

It is not an unusual thing for Queen 
Victoria to display jewellery worth ¥700,- 
000 when she is robed for a state occa- 
sion. 

* « * 

An inventor has hit upon a method of 
putting stone soles on boots iuid j shoes, 
lie mixes a waterproof glue with 'a suit- 
able quantity of clean quartz sand and 
spreads it over the leather sole used as a 
foundation. These quartz soles are said 
to be very flexible, and to give the foot a 
firm hold, even on the most slippery sur- 
face. 

» « * 

About a year ago the teamsters of Dcs 
Moine, Iowa organized, and the result is 
that for the last year their earnings have 
amounted to $40,000 more than they 
would have received if they had not or- 
ganized.

The single taxors have decided to sup- 
port Bryan for the presidency. They de- 
clare that Henry George's words: "that 
the very life of the Republic was at 
stake, and that every citizen should make 
the political battle for human rights and 
individual liberty," were pregnant with 
prophesy. The Idaho bull-pen horrors 
are condemned, and the "open fostering 
of rings, trusts, and monopolies by the 
Republican Party" is stated as the rea- 
son why single taxers should make an 
earnest 'effort to elect Bryan and Steven- 
son.

Mr. Alfred Beit is now reputed th 
wealthiest man in the world, w'.Hi 
fortune of $1,000,000,000. Beit's billio 
has been "made" in 25 years, chiefly from 
Kimberley and Johannesburg. He 
only 45 years of age.

The honor of building a temple without 
the sound of u hammer has hitherto 
(says the Jewish World) been held by 
Solomon, but the architect who designed 
the votritied clay church in Chicago com- 
petes pretty closely with the learned king 
There is not an inch of lumber or a nail 
in the whole structure. The entire ceil- 
ing-is of brick and tile vaulting, the key- 
stones being of terra-cotta, and the ribs 
of the arches and groins of moulded 
brick.

A trial 
that failed is brought to light by the col- 
lapse of the Birmingham Bedstead Alli- 
ance, which affecti! 40.0(H) work people. 
The workmen say that while the selling 
price was kept up the wages were kept 
down, anil further, that when times were 
slack they wen- prevented by an agree- 
ment with the alliance from working for 
firms outside its pale, and consequently 
were involuntary kept idle.

The typographical union of France (La 
Federation Francaise dcs Travailleurs du 
LivreJ, will bold its next annual conven- 
tion on the 27th instant in Paris, and 
will take action on several important 
matters, among which is noticed; TTio 
regulation of the apprentice system; the 
formation of local committees of arbitra- 
tion; the organization of out-of-work and 
sick funds; the reduction of the hours of 
labor; and the adoption of union labels. 
This model union was founded in 1881, 
and has united upon a firm basis upwards 
of 1(10 local unions with an aggregate of 
about 0,000 members in good standing.

ering to 3% inches at the top. Its weight 
is nearly Two tons. It has been placed 
at a deiith of six feet in the solid rock.

Boston eigarmakers boast of their un- 
ion as a model labor organization. The 
union is eighteen years old and new lias 
a membership of 1,500. In that time the 
eigarmakers have doubled their wages, 
reduced the hours of labor, and estab- 
lished a Saturday half holiday.

Internal friction 1ms set in among the 
labor unions of St. Louis, which promises 
well to nulify the boycott being waged 
against 'the street railway company. 
Some of the unions have rescinded their 
resolutions, which imposed a penalty on 
their members riding on the cars. The 
reason is given is "personal convenience."

At the recent convention of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union held in 
Milwaukee an effort was made to havo 
the convention consider certain matters 
of a political nature. The movement was 
quickly squelched.

The millmen of 'Frisco, backed by the 
building trades council, have begun a 
fight f-ir an eight-hour day. They demand 
the same pay for eight-hours as hereto- 
fore has been paid for nine-hours. The 
mill owners claim il is impossible to ac- 
cede the demand and meet Eastern com- 
petition.

A Most Ingenious Invention 
Trial in Ottawa. 



From Otta.vu Citizen. 

I'cdestrluus passing along Sparks Street 
yesterday missed the shirt waist uiuu, who 
hasn't become a reality lu Ottawa oh yet, 
but they noticed the new letter boxes, three 
in number, which have been placed in posi- 
tion ulong that thoroughfare. The boxes in 
themselves are a striking proof that the 
"world do move" as In several Important 
features they excel the boxes heretofore ad- 
orning the streets. 

The new boxes have been placed lu posi- 
tion on the orders of the postmaster-general 
who Is considering the udvlslbllty of having 
them Introduced generally. An examination 
of the box and mall carrier's bag shows 
that they both enter Into the new system. 
It Is claimed for the letter box that It is ab- 
solutely Impossible to remove mull from It, 
other than by way of the mall bag. Then 
Is also perfect protection against fraud on 
the carrier's part In neglecting to collect the 
mall from each box at the specified Mm.', 
The mall shoots from the box to the bag 
without bundling or examination ou the 
part of the carrier. The mall Is also safe 
from the weather, anil once In the box Is 
safe from all chance of loss. 

The lock used on the box Is composed ot 
two parts, adapted to co-act, oue part at- 
taching to box the other to the bag .This 
does away with the usual key and padlock. 
The collector receives his bag at the post- 
office locked, lie adjusts It to the hooks at 
bottom and front of box anil makes the con- 
nection, between that part which is, on the 
box. The bag and lock being In position, lie 
turns the k.'iob 011 the bag lock, which op- 
erates the combination, opefilug both the 
bag and box. The latter by dropping the 
bottom, allows the mull matter to find its 
way Into the bag unseen and untouched. 
The bug cannot then be removed until the 
knob Is again turned, locking the bag and 
at the same time closing and locking the 
bottom of the box. This lock assures the 
collection of the mail from every box on 
the currier's route, since he must unlock 
each box in turu, so that the combination 
works It all. The dial ou the box murks 
the hour of his visit automatically, regis- 
tering the next hour for collection. The 
dial on the bag marks the number of boxes 
collected from, thus making a report to the 
main office by the mere surrender of the 
bag. 

When Die bng Is returned to the postofflec 
a section of the lock held In 11 strong fniin ? 
and called the dummy, enables the superin- 
tendent of curriers to unlock the bug by es- 
tablishing the connection between the twe 
sections of lock and turning the knob. The 
bug is then opened and the letters ami pap- 
ers can be dumped on the table to be arrun 
ged for the stump cancelling machine. 

If the test now being conducted proves 
satisfactory no doubt orders will soon fol 
low so that nil Canadian centres may be 
fitted with the box.
